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WITH TYPE AND THINGS 
By WM. J. ACKER 


RINTERS are sometimes expected to 

furnish an initial of unusual size and 

proportions to suit the whims of a cus- 
tomer or the pecularities of a layout. 

There are few, if any, experienced com- 
positors who are not familiar with the simple 
process of making straight line sans-serif 
capital letters with rules. Capitals E, F, H, 
I. L and T are easily made by such means. 
With an assortment of rules and a sharp saw, 
these initials can be cut in practically any 
weight and size. With careful mitering, 
A, K, M, N, V, and W can also be made from 
rules. 

The usual method with straight horizontal 
and vertical rule combinations 1s to fill in the 
blank space with slugs. Irregular shaped 
areas can be filled in with liquid metal from 
the Ludlow or Linotype pot. 

To provide a sold supporting base for 
characters made from rule, combinations slots 
can be cut in the bottom of the rules; these 
slots will permit the hot metal to flow through 
and make a solid joint. The metal block can 
then be trimmed or cut in as desired. The 
rules will be held firmly in position. 

Machine-cast type is well adapted for mak- 
ing unusual effects. The characters may be 
cut off and trimmed freely to meet require- 
ments. On Ludlow slugs, the overhang of 
large characters on the 12 point base is a con- 
venience in some ways. Sometimes the desired 
result is obtained by using the offset stick. 

The letter ‘‘v’’ is a good example of how 
certain letters can be used for other than their 
conventional purpose. Italic capital V can 
be used for check marks. Ultra Modern italic 
is especially suitable for that purpose. Part 
of the top of the heavy stroke can be cut off 
to resemble the conventional check mark. If 
a ‘‘v’’ with serifs is used, the serifs can be cut 
off. The lower case ‘‘v’’ of Kabel, or sans- 
serif faces, makes an arrowhead for con- 
venient use. For a shaft a corresponding 
weight rule can be pushed up close to the top 
of the ‘‘v.’’ It may be cut square or mitered 
to fit in the crotch. The resulting white space 
will help to make an attractive design. The 
rule may be curved and cut any desired length. 

Arrows can be made from rules by using the 
mitering attachment on a saw. If it is desired 
to leave the base of the rule intact, lower the

saw table or arbor, as the case may be, so only 
the printing surface will be cut. After the 
arrowhead is mitered, notch the rule on each 
side for the ends of the head; then cut the shaft 
to desired thickness. The shaft can be made 
by lowering the saw to cut either side of the 
rule to the desired depth, about the width of 
the saw teeth at each cut. Leave part of the 
base beyond the end of the shaft the same 
thickness as that supporting the arrow head. 

For open circles capital ‘‘O"’ of Kabel will 
serve the purpose. In two-color work it can 
be used to enclose prices, etc. 

For making price mark-outs (figures with a 
line through them) cast the figures twice. On 
the Ludlow, use an offset stick and cast one 
slug up and the other down out of natural 
position on the base. Cut off enough from 
each slug, on the sides with the most over- 
hang, so that the two slugs with a 2 point 
rule between them will equal the natural 
size of the figures. Rub the printing surfaces 
carefully with a finishing rubber and the result 
will be a close fitting job like a cut. 


A small dot, sometimes required as an 
addition to a plate, may be the head of a 
brad like the ones generally used for mounting 
plates on wood bases. Rub the top of the brad 
smooth, and round off any irregularity in its 
circumference. Drive it into the plate at the 
desired point and use a makeup rule, or some- 
thing similar, to get it down to type-high. 

On a number of occasions the writer has 
used brads to fashion open circles with center 
dots as reference marks on maps. By running 
a sharp engraving tool pation: a around on 
the head of the brad, part of the surface was 
cut away, leaving an outer line and a spot in 
the center. 

Sometimes a line set in a certain wanted 
type (24 point or larger) is a pica or so too 
long. By recasting the line a number of times, 
and taking out the first letter to avoid over- 
hang of the last, it is often possible to cut the 
letters apart and make the line fit by reducing 
the natural spaces between the letters. 

A heavy rule can be cut on the bias, or 
tapered as desired by nailing it to the slanted 
es of a block of wood. If the full height of 
the rule is to be sawed, the brads holding it 
must be sunk into the rule to a depth beyond 
the margin to be trimmed off. 

Rule outlines with light rules on two sides 
and heavier rules on the other two sides, to 
produce a shadow effect frequently are in 
demand. A simple way to make them with 
solid joints is to cut or file down, to the thick- 
ness of the light rules, parts of the face of the 
heavy rules at the corners where the two join. 
(See illustration.) This will obviate the

Practical Collective 
Research Conference 


A practical collective mechanical research 
conference sponsored by the New York State 
Publishers Association will-be held in the 
Printing and Photography laboratories of the 
Rochester Athenaeum and Mechanics Institute 
on February 6 and 7, 1939. 

The purpose of the meeting, it is said, is 
to bring together newspaper mechanical men 
and photographers, and experts from the 
equipment and supply fields in a place where 
facilities are such that mechanical problems 
can be studied and solved and where modern 
mechanical and photographic equipment can 
be demonstrated. 

Topics to be discussed and problems to be 
solved will be selected from a questionnaire list 
of the most troublesome and common difficul- 
ties proposed by mechanical men themselves. 
Laboratory facilities for the solution of prob- 
lems and equipment for demonstrations will 
be available. Clinical studies in the various 
areas will be conducted by members of the 
faculty of the departments of Printing and 
Photography and outstanding experts from 
the field. 

Monday morning, February 6, will be 
devoted to clinics which will attempt to work 
out problems suggested. The problems will 
be taken from questionnaires submitted to 
publisher-members’ mechanical executives. 

Monday afternoon, February 6, the chair- 
men of the various clinics will report to the 
general assembly as to the findings of each 
clinic. 

Monday evening, February 6, a dinner will 
be held, at which several speakers will appear. 

Tuesday morning, February 7, will be given 
over to the discussion of mechanisms and 
labor-saving devices related to newspaper 
production. 

Tuesday afternoon will be given over to 
research work and discussion of the subject 
matter presented at the morning session.

For Regensteiner Corporation completed—Two “depression babies’’ (Esquire and Coronet) responsible 
for company’s growth 


By A. G. FEGERT 


the printers, the Regensteiner Corporation, Chi- 

cago, to erect an additional building which has 
been completed and put into productive condition, after 
the installation of new and existing equipment. The 
new building is two stories high, is 176 ft. by 179 ft. 
in area, and faces on Van Buren Street, just west of 
Racine Avenue, along which are located the older 
buildings of the Regensteiner Corporation. These older 
structures containing approximately 300,000 sq. ft. of 
floor space, have been so overcrowded during the past 
two years that outside space had to be rented to provide 
for paper storage. This condition was bad enough when 
Esquire magazine grew to a circulation of approximately 
700,000 a month running up to 332 pages an issue, the 
page size being 10 in. by 14 in. Then the condition 
was aggravated from the production standpoint when 
Cornet was started about two years ago by the Smart 
Publishing Co., with an initial circulation of 400,000 
copies a month averaging 180 pages each issue, page size 
being 514 in. by 734 in. In addition 
to these publications, the Regen- 
steiner Corporation had its other 
commercial and publication print- 
ing and lithographing to do, which 
of course, did not make such de- 
mands during the depression and 
subsequent recession as prior to 1929. 
However, these two ‘“‘depression @ 
babies’’ (Esquire and Coronet), put 
the regular scheduled volume of the 
organization beyond anything it had 
experienced in the palmiest days of 
pre-depression prosperity. Hence, 
the necessity for the new building 
and additional equipment.

REGENSTEINER A PIONEER 

Theodore Regensteiner, founder and president of the 
firm bearing his name, bears the distinction of having 
been the first man in the printing industry to use the 
three-color process of printing commercially. In 1893, 
he was in the engraving business in Chicago, when the 
new process was introduced in connection with exhibits 
at the World’s Columbian Exposition. Regensteiner 
then decided to make plates for the new process, but 
printers did not know how to use them so he and his 
associates organized the Photo Colortype Company, 
which later became the American Colortype Company. 
As head of his own company, he was among the first in 
this country to install rotogravure equipment in this 
country. He has since eliminated this process from 
among the company’s operations but continues the 
lithographic department which like the letterpress 
operations becomes more important with the passage 
of the years. So much for history.

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EMPLOYER-PRODUCTION 
ExecuTIveE LINKAGE 


RESIDENT JOHN M. CALLA- 
P HAN of the International Asso- 

ciation of Printing House Crafts- 
men was one of the principal speakers 
at the U.T.A. convention held 
recently in Indianapolis. His re- 
marks covering employer-production 
executive relationship in the printing 
plant are so pertinent to Craftsmen’s 
aims and ideals that we are printing 
an abstract from his address. Presi- 
dent Callahan said: 


No two groups* could have a greater 
natural affinity than yours and ours. The 
two organizations work hand in hand. 
Your membership is drawn from those 
who must assume the financial and man- 
agerial responsibilities of the industry. 
Our members come from among the key 
men in your companies—the men on 
whom you rely for technical skill and 
production efficiency. 

And, because of the nature of that work 
and the interest it holds for those engaged 
in it, you have every reason to expect 
that those workers will have a different 
attitude toward their work than you find 
among ordinary workmen. With pardon- 
able pride I say that Printing House Cratts- 
men are different. They have a better 
understanding of materials and processes. 
They are constantly endeavoring to learn 
about every progressive step taken in the 
industry. They devote long hours out- 
side of their working hours to improve 
their knowledge of the work they love. 
The very fact of membership in the Crafts- 
men’s Association indicates a genuine 
interest in their job, and a determination 
to make themselves more valuable to you 
They are better men—for you—because of 
that attitude. 

Because you as individuals and as a group 
can profit from that attitude, this sugges- 
tion is in order: I said a moment ago that 
our organization—as such—couldn’t do 
much for yours; but individually and 
collectively can do much for ours—and 
thereby insure for yourselves the fullest 
measure of benefit from our activities. 
You can encourage your key men to be- 
long to the Craftsmen’s Club in your city, 
to attend meetings regularly, and to take 
part in the discussions which we have 
found to be so profitable in leading to the 
fulfillment of our aims.

is difficult indeed to satisfy the 
special interests of all production 
and mechanical executives who at- 
tend the Conventions. This state- 


[: preparing the annual Crafts- 


ment is made respecting those criti- 
cal craftsmen who complain it is 
physically impossible for them to 
attend all of the clinic sessions be- 
cause they are held concurrently. 


The departmental executives great- 
ly outnumber the plant executives. 
The departmental executive, of course 
is intensely interested in his own 
particular department. The interests 
of the plant executive are not so 
concentrated because his viewpoints 
usually extend over all of the 
mechanical departments. Being more 
or less of a coordinator, he doesn’t 
specialize on any one department. 


The complaint is frequently heard 
that multiple clinic program sessions, 
each devoted to one process, do not 
permit those who desire to do so to 
attend more than one clinic. 


Typographers, notably, love to 
iscuss their profession. It seems 
like there is an endless array of 
elements which typographers like 
to discuss. At the Boston Conven- 
tion, allotted time for the typo- 
graphic clinic was exhausted before 
subject material had been completely 
satisfied and those present adjourned 
to meet the following day. At the 
Cleveland Convention, the typog- 
raphers organized a sort of rump 
convention of their own to satisfy 
their longing for discussion of a 
subject very near and dear to them. 


With typographers, typography 
comes first. 

Naturally, many of them are 
interested in other phases of printing 
and they complain that attendance 
at their favorite clinic does not 
permit participation in another clinic. 


Letterpress executives seem to be 
in the majority with respect to 
criticisms about the concurrent clinic 
sessions. 


The clinic idea has demonstrated 
its value. It was introduced for the 
very purpose of satisfying critical 
executives who felt not enough 
attention was being given to their 
branch of the Art. The thirst of 
Craftsmen for technical knowledge 
is demonstrated eloquently by reason 
of these objections because they can't 
attend all clinics on the program. 


With due respect for social features 
provided at the Conventions, some 
go so far as to insist more time could 
be given to the program each day. 

As a suggestion to future conven- 
tion program chairmen, we humbly 
offer the following suggestion: Why 
not run off the clinics in sequence or 
perhaps eliminate the heretofore 
main speaker on Tuesday and devote 
the entire session to successive clinics? 
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We do not pretend to say that an 
Convention program will satisfy aj 
Craftsmen, but we do believe the 
suggestions made herein would te. 
duce the number of critics. Ag i 
result, a wider spread of technica| 
knowledge will be effected which 
after all should be the main objec. 
tive of international conventions.

ANTIMONY 


In antimony, the impurities present vary 
widely, a upon the source of anti- 
mony. The chief impurities are arsenic and 
iron. Some widely used varieties contain as 
much as 1% or more arsenic, but the better 
grades contain .20% or less. The iron runs 
around .04%. 

The extent to which the manufacturer 
should aim to remove the impurities will 
depend upon the amount present and the mode 
of combination of the impurity. 


ARSENIC AND COPPER 


Arsenic and copper, up to a certain point, 
have a definite function in type metals, being 
desirable constituents within certain limits 
to impart finer grain or hardness to metals. 
Should the manufacturer therefore use primary 
or virgin metals exclusively in the production 
of type metal, in order to produce an accep- 
table grade of material, it would be necessary 
to add some copper and arsenic. However, 
since almost all manufacturers, to the best of 
our knowledge, today are using dross in the 
production of type metal, the amount of im- 
purities generally is sufficient. In the interest 
of free-flowing qualities, copper should be 
kept low. 

Arsenic gives trouble in the mouthpiece 
of a linotype or the nozzles on monotype 
machines, if in excess. Arsenic is the first 
constituent to freeze out from linotype metal, 
and it therefore builds up on the walls of the 
fine orifices. In stereotype metal, arsenic may 
have some advantages in that it contributes 
to fine grain and hardness. For that same 
reason, it may be advantageous in larger 
amounts in foundry type.

Bismuth, in the quantity found in type 
metal, has no effect. 


Wuat CuemicAL ANALYysIs REVEALS 


Chemical analysis is the chief guide as to the 
condition of a metal in service. When a certain 
composition has been determined as most 
desirable for any set of working conditions, 
the chemical analysis will tell how far the 
metal has departed from that composition, 
and will be the basis for figuring the necessary 
adjustments. 

The chemical analysis does not always show 
the state of combination of the constituents. 
There may be dross-forming materials which 
have not been completely removed at the time 
of manufacture, such as sulphides, arsenides, 
or oxides. These are due to faulty refining 
practice. They are slowly released by forming 
dross in the machine. However, when the 
metal has been remelted and has not been 
overheated so as to take up iron from the pot, 
the chemical analysis which is ordinarily 
made for antimony, tin, copper, and arsenic 
will tell the condition of the metal. 


Proper SAMPLING OF METALS 


It is an advantage to have samples furnished 
in a form that does not require remelting, for 
every time a metal is melted, its composition 
is changed slightly. This means that coarse 
sawings, drippings, and segregated bars are 
undesirable samples. Lino slugs are generally 
representative, and are chilled rapidly enough 
to prevent segregation. A piece sawed from

a stereotype plate is generally satisfactory 
provided it is not taken from the tail piece, 
which may be high in antimony and tin. 


Die SAMPLING 1s Best 


A dip sample from a pot is best. This applies 
to stereotype metal from the stereotype pot 
as well as linotype metal from the remelt 
kettle. 

Before sampling, the metal should be com- 
pletely aula and well stirred. It should be 
dipped with a hot ladle into a cold mold, so 
as to give a bar not over 14 in. thick. This 
will freeze rapidly enough to prevent segre- 
gation. 

A sample which has been dipped in a hot 
ladle and allowed to freeze slowly in the same 
ladle will not be uniform. The antimony 
and tin will have segregated to the top and 
much of the copper and arsenic will be on top 
also. Such a sample should be remelted to 
get accurate results. If a mold is not avail- 
able, the metal may be poured into another 
cold ladle or poured on a cold metal plate. 

Samples poured into match boxes are not 
satisfactory. The steam generated from the 
match box brings the antimony and copper 
to the surface of the metal. 





Will Co-ordinate 
Research 


The Council of Graphic Arts Research 
Bureau met in New York on September 
28 and laid plans to discuss coordina- 
tion of research in The Graphic Arts 
Bureau with various association in- 
terests. V. Winfield Challenger, presi- 
dent of GARB, announced that a special 
committee had been appointed to discuss 
cooperation in research. The committee 
consists of P. T. Wetter, New York, 
Chairman; Geo. H. Carter, Lanston 
Monotype Co.; W. G. Dodge, New 
York Daily News; Wm. C. Glass, 
U.P.M. Kidder Press Co., and R. G. 
Macdonald, Technical Secretary of 
TAPPI. The committee plans first to 
discuss the matter with the Craftmen’s 
Research Commission, and then with 
other groups interested. 

The committee is in receipt of a letter 
from E. W. Palmer, chairman of the 
Research Division of the Book Manu- 
facturers Institute, offering the Divi- 
sion’s good will and hearty cooperation 
in developing real graphic arts research. 
The Council of GARB passed a resolu- 
tion of regret at the death of John Clyde 
Oswald, who was for several years its 
secretary-treasurer and was one of 
its most active members. Pierce T. 
Wetter was chosen by the Council to 
replace Mr. Oswald as_ secretary- 
treasurer. 

The membership of GARB has decided 
not to hold a Sonhonel Technical Con- 
ference in 1938, but will hold one in 
1939 in New York during the World's 
Fair and to coordinate with meetings 
of other Graphic Arts organizations.

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Something About 
the Manufacture of 
Crude Synthetic te 
Rubber —“Thiokol” 


HE manufacture of crude synthetic rubber is of interest in the 

printing industry only to the extent of learning something about 

the synthetic materials which have been adapted in recent times 
to printing processes. Press blankets for rotary newspaper and offset 
printing, box dies, printing plates, and rollers in inking mechanisms 
of printing presses comprise the principal applications. 

The establishment recently of a new plant for the production of 
“Thiokol’’ Synthetic Rubber by the Dow Chemical Company at 
Midland, Mich., it is said, provides for annual capacity of 2,000,000 
Ibs. of crude synthetic rubber which will be supplied manufacturers 
who in turn will process it with other materials suitable for the purposes 
for which it is intended to be used. Thiokol Corporation of Trenton, 
N. J., will concentrate its efforts on research, sales activities and de- 
velopment of new products. It is expected that the plant’s output will 
result in the fabrication of over 3000 tons of finished products. 

Practically all of the raw materials which go into the making of 
‘Thiokol’ are manufactured by the Dow Chemical Company. As a 
result, the plant was built close to the source of raw materials. 
“Thiokol”’ is compounded of elements taken from a sulphur mine, a 
salt mine, and a gas well—three material sources which abound freely 
in the United States. 

Three basic steps are involved in the manufacture of ‘‘Thiokol’’: 
The manufacture of a polysulphide, the reaction between this poly- 
sulphide and ethylene dichloride to form a synthetic rubber latex, and 
the coagulation of this latex to form rubber crumbs. Formerly, much 
manual labor was necessary to carry on this process, but in the new 
Dow plant at Midland, Mich., the process has been completely mechan- 
ized to produce a more uniform product. 







1—The first step in the manufacture of ‘‘Thiokol’’ consists of reacting 
sulphur and other materials in tanks to form sodium polysulphide. 
The operator is shown here releasing a quantity of ethylene dichloride 
into the ‘‘reactor’’ tank for combination with sodium polysulphide. By 
bringing these two chemicals together, and by somata very closely 
the interaction, synthetic rubber latex is obtained. , 


2—This gummy viscous mass 1c synthetic rubber latex which can be 
compared to the milky, sticky fluid obtained by tapping rubber trees. 
Natural rubber latex contains about 20% caoutchouc, or pure rubber. 
Likewise, ‘“Thiokol’’ latex contains elements other than pure synthetic 


rubber. 


3—'‘‘Thiokol”’ latex is now washed in large tanks by internal agi- 
tators to remove from it all that is useless and to retain all that is 
good. The nearly pure ‘“‘Thiokol’’ is then transferred to coagulating 
tanks, where an acid catalyst is introduced into the tanks in definite 
quantities to bring about coagulation. Here the operator is shown 
watching the coagulation to insure proper rate and proper size particles. 
The tank in the rear contains sulphuric acid which is necessary in the 
processing of ‘“Thiokol.”’ 

4—The coagulated latex is then discharged into a filter box where 
again it is washed and all excess water drains off. The washed latex 
may be seen in the foreground being fed into squeeze rolls at the wet 
end of the continuous drier. 

5—Thoroughly dried and coagulated ‘‘Thiokol’’ synthetic rubber 
coming off the continuous drier belt to fall into metal drums in which 
it is shipped to industrial consumers, é.e., the manufacturers of blankets, 
rollers, box die and plate-making suppliers.

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Employing more than 200 workers, the 
Webendorfer-Wills Company is reported to 
have had a sales volume in the neighborhood 
of $600,000 to $700,000 annually. Purchase 
terms were not made public, although it is 
understood that a large block of unfilled orders 
was included among the assets.

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In newspaper illustration —- Executive gives technique for producing 60-line screen halftones with 


average 0.006 in. depth in the highlights 





By FREDERICK MICHEL* 


the Times-World Corporation, at Roanoke, Va., 
has been producing halftone plates made with one- 
bite etching. We feel it is not possible to distinguish 
these plates in our newspapers from others etched in 
two or three bites. Average depth in the highlights, 
60-line screen, is 0.006 in. We use a film camera. In 
ractice, the usual loose negative is made so that the 
highlight dot corners barely touch, and the deep shadow 
dots are mere points, giving the extreme graduation of 
tones required for newspaper work. It will be con- 
tended that such a negative loses much in detail in the 
lighter shadows and middle tones, but examination will 
show that a negative will retain detail if properly ex- 
posed, even though the dots are not as large. Correct 
exposure transmits to the negative the exact qualities 
of the original picture, but simply on a lower scale of 
proportion, and if the printing and etching is properly 
executed, the finished plate will maintain all the detail 
discernible in the original. 

Negatives for one-bite etching may be made with one 
main exposure and flash, only if the copy is 100% 
perfect, otherwise three exposures must be made to 
record detail properly. The formation of the shadow 
dot is extremely important, and must be more nearly 
correct than the highlights, where a certain latitude 
is permissible as is explained later. 


In printing one-bite negatives, the plate emulsion must 
be very uniform and quite thin to permit proper etching. 
A top that is heavy and too hard will produce grotesque 
etching results. When the print is cleaned up, a little 
solid black may be left in the very darkest shadows, 
otherwise it is best to clean up all the shadows so that

the dots are bare pinpoints. The highlight dots should 
be joined with a firm but very thin connection, else it 
will be impossible to get correct depth in etching. 

If proper manipulation is followed, square and smooth 
pyramid dots, 0.005 to 0.006 and even 0.007 in. deep 
will be secured, using 60-line screen. There will be 
no undercut or mushroom dots, and consequently, no 
stereotyping troubles. 

Just put the plate in the etcher and let it run, but be 
sure to turn the plate four times so that exactly the same 
amount of etching time is used on each side of the plate. 
Really, that is the only requirement necessary. The 
shadow dots open a little, but if the print was right 
they will not become prohibitively large, and will 
retain the same tone graduation as the original, provided 
the plate is turned. Any other way will give distorted 
dots. The highlights break loose at the connectors, 
and it is possible to etch them down to an exact size 
without affecting the shadows appreciably. And if the 
etching is done right, the dots will be perfect pyramids, 
approx. 0.005 to 0.007 in. deep. The tone values are 
flexible, within limitations of those of maximum value 
on the copy. If the top is too tough and hard, the body 
of the pyramid will be etched out, leaving the resist 
adhering to the surface of the dot like a piece of paper, 
with no metal under the edges. This is, however, not

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Casting Off-Measure Line Slugs and Strip Material 


IGHT now, there is consider- 
R able interest in ways and 
means for converting news- 
paper printing equipment! to accom- 
modate form elements to pages made 
up with 4 pt. column rule instead 
ihe 6 pt. rule which has been the 
predominant standard. In this arti- 
cle, the discussion is confined to 
obtaining off-measure material in the 
composing room. 

In the composing room, chief con- 
cern is in modifying line-composing 
machine assembler, vise jaw and 
mold measures which have hereto- 
fore been based on em and half-em 
spacings. In other words, it becomes 
necessary to introduce auxiliary 


means for obtaining certain point 
measures in multiple column meas- 
ures. In some plants, it is customary 
for instance, to require the operator 
to drop a thin space when composing 
2414 pica measure, he setting the 
assembler at 2414 picas. The thin 
space gives approximately the 24 
pica 4 pt. measure with the left-hand 
vise jaw set at 2414 picas. 
Line-composing machine manu- 
facturers supply liners for molds cut 
to 24 picas 4 pts. The only difficulty 
arising here is that quite often the 
operator neglects to touch the thin 
space key when composing off-meas- 
ure composition. The proper way, of 
course, is to equip the machine with

The 
device described below permits setting the left vise jaw from even pica measure plus additional margin from 
1 to6 pts. inclusive. 

The Linotype Improved Left Hand Vise Jaw Off-Measure Adjustment consists of a self-contained unit 
which can be applied to all Linotype models for making quick changes in off-measure left-hand vise jaw 
adjustment, from one to six point margin. 

The unit comprises a vise jaw (L.H.) wedge adjusting bushing (A) (see Fig. 3) in which a square 
threaded sleeve (B) is assembled and controlled by an adjusting piece (D). 

On the peripheral thread of the adjusting piece (D) a recessed retainer (E) is screwed into position so 
that a shoulder (E1) encircles the flanged end (A1) of the adjusting bushing (A) to hold the bushing in 
fixed lateral relation to the adjusting piece (D). 

A knurled indicator ring (G), graduated with numerals from 0 to 6, is held in correct radial position by 
a set screw (G1) on the periphery of the retainer (E) so that a turning movement of the indicator ring (G) 
will cause lateral movement of the sleeve (B) by means of the internal square thread of the adjusting piece (D). 
A ball detent (D1) held with spring (D2) and screw (D3) in the adjusting piece (D), enters a detent slot 
in the flange (Al) of the adjusting bushing (A), to hold the indicator ring setting in correct alignment. 

When assembling the off-measure unit onto tke machine, the regular margin is obtained by adjusting 
the bushing CA) in the wedge bracket by means of the knurled ring (G) while the end of the sleeve (B) is 
below the surface of the end of the bushing (A), and the stop pin (B2) is seated at the end of the slot. (See 
Fig. 2.) 

“The bushing (A) is then locked in position by the bushing clamp screw (K) shown in Fig. 1. 

Then the slotted indicator block (H) (see Fig. 1) is assembled on the wedge bracket and held in position 
by the screws (H1). 

When the knurled ring (G) is rotated to bring a numeral and indicator mark into alignment with the 
indicator block (H), the left hand vise jaw will be set for off-measure margin (see Fig. 3). 

When the ring (G) is rotated to bring the 0 indicator mark into alignment with the block (H), (as shown 
in Fig. 1) the left hand vise jaw will function in its normal manner without off-measure indention. 
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suitable devices so the operator ¢ 
set the assembler and vise jaw to ie 
proper odd-measure. In this way he 
will be free to concentrate on hig 
copy. On Monotype and Elrod strj 
casting machines no problem js pre- 
sented as is well known, because the 
means are provided on the Machine 
for cutting multiple column spacip 
material to odd-point measures. 


For odd-measure Composition, the 
Mergenthaler Linotype Company has 
provided off-measure devices applic. 
able to the assembler, left-hand vise 
jaw and mold. 

The assembler slide off-measure 
device for application to Linotypes 
consists of a small lever for attach. 
ment to the assembler brake pawl, 
Moving this lever into position adds 
a specified number of points to the 
banking surface of the pawl and 
shortens the matrix line the required 
number of points. Moving this lever 
out of position returns the adjust. 
ment to normal. This device can 
be supplied for 1, 2, 3, 4 or 5 pr. 
minus settings. 

For odd-measure composition, such 
as 24 picas 4 pts., the Mergenthaler 
Linotype Company has developed 
two new and simplified devices for 
setting the left-hand vise jaw. The 
first of these devices is made particu- 
larly for changing to one specified 
off-measure setting such as 24 picas 
4 pts. In using this device, to locate 
the left-hand vise jaw, a small lever 
projecting from a flanged disk at the 
left side of the vise closing mechan- 
ism, may be moved up or down 
through a small segment of a circle 
to obtain either standard measure 
or the one off-measure vise jaw set- 
ting. 

The second device permits locat- 
ing the left-hand vise jaw to odd- 
measures, by points from 1 to 6 pts., 
by rotating a small indicator or dial 
mounted on the outer left-side of the 
vise cap. The improved left-hand 
vise jaw off-measure adjustment 1s 
illustrated and described in the ac- 
companying diagram, Fig. 1. 

The two new off-measure devices 
are applicable to 30 or 42-em Lino-

A great deal has been learned about the best and most 
economical ways to improve illumination and seeing 
conditions, and with these findings for reference, any 
printer can very easily make his a model plant. Actually, 
the hours of difficult visual tasks necessary in so many 
plants today, often under low light intensities and in 
the presence of glare, were never intended by nature. 
The result is, the eyesight of many workers has been 
impaired. At 20, it is estimated that 23% of us have 
po ene vision. At 30, 39%; at 40, 48% and by 60, 
82%. It has also been shown that older people and 
people with defective vision require up to 4 times the 
amount of light required by younger persons with 
normal vision.

Wuat Constitutes Goop LicuTING?

Daylight is the ideal working light for most indus. 
trial tasks, but must necessarily be supplemented by 
artificial light where it is insufficient, and for night 
time operation. Too frequently attempts are made to 
increase lighting values simply by increasing the inten- 
sity of the light source. The results are unsatisfactory 
because so much light is absorbed by dark walls and 
ceilings that the light source has stood out much 3 
the familiar auto headlight at night, causing annoying 
and blinding glare. 

This leads up to the second and third considerations. 
By light reflection we mean the turning back of light 
which strikes a surface—a wall, a ceiling— light which 
is neither transmitted nor absorbed. Dark colored or 
soiled surfaces tend to absorb rather than reflect light 
striking them. Hence, black has a reflection value of 
only 2%, while a good mill white will reflect as much 
as 87% of the light striking it. The following table 
— comparative reflection values of various point 
colors:

What this means in terms of getting the most from 
all available day and artificial light and the most for 
your lighting dollar are the all important factors. Not 
only does white paint on ceilings and upper walls mean 
upwards of twice as much reflected light—as in the case 
of grey or soiled surfaces, it means too, that light 
sources show less contrast with their background and 
hence less glare. Also, that the light is reflected evenly 
—diffused and distributed over a wider area. The drop 
in light intensity between lighting fixtures or back from 
windows is greatly diminished. Dark shadows and 
dark spots are diminished around and behind machines 
and equipment. 

Actually, walls and ceilings are a part of the lighting 
system. In attempting to provide the proper seeing 
conditions for your printing plant you should call upoa

Printing requirements discussed from the standpoint of papermaker and the printing plant executive 
Paper Makers’ Limitations 


By B. L. WEHMHOFF 


8 


HE primary aim of printing is the faithful repro- 

duction of type matter and halftones in large quan- 

tities at a low price, the two principal factors 
entering into the problem being the process and the 
paper. Theoretically, the primary aim can be attained 
in either of two ways, by the development of a printing 
process that will give the desired results entirely inde- 
pendent of the paper used, and conversely by the develop- 
ment of a low-priced paper that will give good results 
regardless of the printing process used. 


Offset and rotogravure are the results of efforts along 
the first line, both being intended to yield faithful 
reproductions on cheap, rough paper. However, as 
these processes developed into high-speed production, 
paper requirements became more and more rigid until 
at last ‘they became in some cases even more exacting 
than those of letterpress printing. Both offset and 
rotogravure have their place in the printing industry, 
but as yet neither of them has replaced letterpress in the 
field of fidelity of reproduction. Like letterpress, both 
fail to meet the primary requirement of mass production 
of high quality printing on low grade papers. The 
development of a printing process that will meet this 


Epitor’s Norte: 


In this article, to be published in two installments, 
B. L. Wehmhoff discusses, all too briefly, for the benefit 
of printing plant production and mechanical executives 
several elements in the manufacture and printing of 
paper. Paper requirements for letterpress, offset and 
gravure processes cover such a wide range that it has 
been impossible so far to produce a paper suited to all 
of those processes.

requirement is, of course, within the realm of possi- 
bilities, but for all practical purposes it has not as yet 
been done. Paper, therefore, must still be made to meet 
the requirements of the particular process. 


No GENERAL Purpose PAPER 


Paper requirements of the major printing processes, 
letterpress, offset and rotogravure, cover such a wide 
range that it has so far been impossible to produce a 
paper that would be suited to all of them. A specific 
paper characteristic that may be of prime importance in 
one process may not only be of little value but may 
actually be detrimental to the proper performance of 
the paper in another process. 
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Various articles have appeared in trade journals from 
time to time in which the requirements of a good print. 
ing paper were given. These requirements naturally 
outlined the requirements of the author, whether he 
be papermaker, lithographer, letterpress printer or roto. 
gravure printer. A comparison of the various require. 
ments reminds one of the reports of the biind men who 
‘““examined’’ an elephant. One examined the trunk 
one a leg, and yet another an ear. Each description was 
accurate, but none described the elephant. In that case 
however, the elephant could have been described, but 
no one so far has defined a ‘‘ good printing paper.”’ 


Wuat Constitutes Goop PRINTING Paper? 


Just what constitutes a good printing paper? After 
considering the varied and often necessarily contradic. 
tory requirements of the different processes one is obliged 
to conclude with the farmer who when he saw his first 
hippopotamus exclaimed, “‘ There ain't no such animal,” 
This conclusion is correct. There are many printing 
papers, each good for one or more processes, but none 
good for all kinds of printing. Any definition or speci- 
fication of a good printing paper must of necessity be 
limited to the requirements of a specific process, usually 
a subdivision of one of the three major processes. 


Metuops ror MeasurRING PRINTING QUALITY 


The definition of any characteristic, whether it be of 
paper or of steel, requires a method or methods of 
measurement of such characteristic, and preferably one 
that will yield results that can be stated in numerical 
terms. Hence to define printing quality, methods of 
measuring printing quality must be used, and if not 
available, must be developed. Once the methods are 
developed and proved, the papermaker and printer have 
a common language with which they can define and 
understand what the printer requires. The test results 
must be properly interpreted on the basis of the kind 
and character of printing to be done, with due con- 
sideration to the mechanical requirements of the equip- 
ment, otherwise they will be either meaningless or 
misleading. 

Paper TESTING 

Paper testing from the papermaker’s point of view 
has been done to a greater or lesser extent for some 2000 
years and has finally developed into a definite, well con- 
trolled and excellent system. However, the papet- 
maker’s chief interests are in the finish or composition 
of the paper, degree of beating or sizing, kind and amount 
of filler, and certain visible qualities such as gloss, 
opacity, thickness, color, basic weight and bursting 
strength. While all of these are important and require 
control, only a few have a direct effect on printability. 
The importance of these qualities to the paper-maker is 
that they enable him to control certain characteristics 
which insure uniformity of the paper from a manufac- 
turer’s point of view. In some cases, they aid in controll- 
ing printing quality, but in themselves they do not 
measure printability.

Paper Rolls 


One of the newest products of The Good- 
ear Tire & Rubber Company is the rubber- 
aed Newsprint Plug, designed to facilitate 
the handling of large rolls of paper when 
loading and unloading from barges, trucks, 





ships, cars and trucks, or in the newspaper 
plant itself.

A two-color rotary printing press, designed 
for printing paper in roll form and delivering 
it in sheets is announced by Paper Converting 
Machine Co. This press is of the letterpress 
printing type, and will print from light- 
weight tissuc up to the heaviest weight kraft, 
bond, or book papers.

Pool Roofs for Printing Plants 


If you have ever sprinkled water on the sides 
of a house and the surrounding ground and 
= in an effort to find relief from the 

listering heat of a summer day, you know 
how effective water is in reducing temperature. 

And if, also on a hot day, you have dived 
into the waters of a lake or river, you have 
found that the water was cool beneath the 
surface. 

In each case, the water was dissipating the 
heat through its evaporation. It was absorb- 
ing approximately 1000 British thermal units 
of heat for each pound of water evaporated. 

Only recently has water been employed as 
insulation against the attack of heat on the 
roofs of buildings. Until now, -roofs have 
been built to shed water. Now, however, 
a manufacturer constructs them to hold water. 

The repelling of heat, reducing inside tem- 
perature fluctuations, thereby permitting 
closer contract of humidity, by these roofs is 
of interest to the printing industry where 
humidity creates a serious manufacturing 
problem. 

A pool of water from 1% in. to 2 in. deep, 
on the roof of a printing plant, asserts the 
Koppers Company, can decrease maximum 
peaks of heat within the top stories by at 
least 10 deg. F., thereby materially reducing 
the amount of change in humidity. 

This type of roof can be constructed on most 
buildings without structural alterations. It 
can be built on any sound roof deck. 

No elaborate installation is necessary to 
maintain the supply of water on the roof. 
A 1 in. pipe from the regular water system 
of the building provides sufficient water for 
the average size roof on a two or three-story 
building. In tall buildings, a booster pump 
may be necessary if normal water pressure is 
not sufficient to raise water to the height 
required. 

Delivered to the roof, the water flows 
through a simple distributor box which breaks 
the force of the flow before the water reaches 
the roof surface. The overflow water is 
carried off through screen-covered pipe nipples 
which are set in the foor drains at the proper 
height to maintain the desired depth of water. 

In constructing a pool roof, the initial 
treatment varies according to the material 
comprising the roof deck. A good tight deck 
is immediately ready for a uniform coating of 
coal tar pitch. Decks of precast concrete 
slabs should be spot or strip mopped. If the 
deck is of book tile, it should be covered with 
at least one inch of Gypsum or Portland 
cement mortar before the application of the 
first coating of coal tar pitch. 

Over this first application of pitch is laid 
four overlapping layers of tarred felt. All 
overlaps are mopped with pitch so that there 
is no contact between the layers of felt at any 
point. 

A coating of hot pitch is poured evenly over 
the entire roof. Into this is embedded a small 
size of slag or gravel. After the application 
has cooled, scecond coats of hot pitch and slag 


or gravel are applied. When this has cooled 
and the roof has been swept free of the loose 
aggregate, the roof is ready to be flooded and 
placed into service.

A new guard ge, devised by Otto 
Wolf, Assistant Production Manager of the 
Chicago Tribune, has been adopted for jts 
newspaper presses by The Goss Printing Pregg 
Company, Chicago, to eliminate ink mistin 
at high speeds and to insure greater safety in 
the pressroom. 

The original equipment, in use on the Ty. 
bune’s new Goss presses, [yee metal guards 
both for the outside and inside of each press 
unit. The top piece of the outside guard 
covers the plate cylinder and can be lifted 
easily when it is necessary to change plates, 
The guards covering the inking rollers are 
made in two pieces each of which can be slid 
aside to allow adjustment of rollers or to 
permit the doing of other necessary work. 

Special hinged plates are arranged between 
the sliding guard and the press frame to close 
the opening between the sliding guard and the 
press frame and to provide a larger opening to 
permit adjusting rollers, etc. 

In adapting these devices to new Goss High 
Speed Anti-Friction presses, Goss engineers 
produced a totally enclosed unit, which, when 
operated at maximum speed eliminates ink 
misting from the pressroom. 

The rotating inking rollers and the plate 
cylinders are completely covered and cannot 
be touched by the pressman without opening 
the guards. If a plate should break, pieces 
cannot fly off the cylinder into the pressroom. 
Dust and paper particles cannot get into the 
ink.

These solid electrotype 
lates have a number of definite uses, includ- 
ing embossing, and of course they are harder 
to make than the same height of copper, zinc 
or brass photo-engravings. Hee 

There are many occasions where it is eco- 
nomical for printers to order original half- 
tones or other kinds of photo-engravings made 
to the unmounted height of 0.152. In the first 
place, plates of this thickness can be attached 
to a solid metal base, for direct printing on 
any make, size or style of flat-bed cylinder 
press, or on a platen printing press. By this 
method, it is not necessary to have electro- 
types of the original engravings made, and 
the expense of having the plates mounted in 
the la manner on wood blocks is en- 
tirely eliminated. 

It costs photo-engravers and printers sub- 
stantial sums of money to have original half- 
tones or line engravings mounted on wood 
blocks. In addition to the cost of the wood 
blocks, the costs extend to such essential 
operations as sawing the stock lumber to 
necessary sizes for individual plates, tacking 
the plates on the wood bases, trimming the 
sides of each wood base, and planing the back 
of each wood block so that the mounted plate 
will stand approximately type-high. None 
of these expense items are necessary when 
photo-engravings are made of an 11-point 
thickness of sheet metal, so that they can be 
easily attached to a patent all-metal plate- 
mounting system of the standard 0.759 in. 
height. 

Even after wood-blocked halftones or line 
engravings have been sawed and trimmed on 
their sides by the plate-makers, it is common 
knowledge among printers that the wood 
blocks are seldom trimmed to measurements 
based on 12-point ems of the American point 
system. The odd measures of wood-blocked 
plates are often the cause of trouble in the 
Make-up of combination forms of blocked 
plates and type-matter, and in the imposition 
of such forms. In order to have the odd sizes 
of wood-blocked photo-engravings conform 
to the standard lengths of 6 and 12-point 
make-up slugs, labor-saving metal furniture 
and other spacing material, it is frequently 
necessary for a compositor or imposition man 
to place 2-point leads, 1-point brasses or strips 
of thin cardboard at the sides of the blocked 
plates. In many instances, makeshift work of 
this character is the direct cause of defective 
lock-up and of ““work-ups’’ from the form on 
the press. 

Another well-known fact is that wood- 
blocked printing plates of any kind are seldom 
Precisely type-high.

Why Hot 11-Poink Gugrawings? 


By LEE AUGUSTINE* 


they are either too high or too low, as com- 
pared with type-high standard. These known 
errors have been so well recognized in the 
printing and publishing industries that today 
many of the larger printing plants have what 
is called a ‘‘printing plate inspection depart- 
ment’’ which is in charge of expert mechanics, 
who do nothing but handle, inspect, test and 
correct printing plates, before they are sent 
to the composing department. The equipment 
in one of these plate inspection departments 
usually includes a plate thickness testing 
gauge, a saw-trimmer, a large circular saw 
with table, a shute-board and planing ma- 
chine, and a type-high testing and sienna 
machine. 

Practically all the wood-blocked photo- 
engravings and electrotypes which come into 
a “plate inspection department”’ of a printing 
or —— plant, are found by careful tests 
to be inaccurate as to the wood base, in one 
way or another. For example, some of the 
blocks are not truly square, and their sides 
have to be squared by planing them on a 
shute-board. Other blocks are not true, 
vertically, at the sides, and the shute-board 
is employed to correct this fault. Still other 
blocks are found to be lower at one or two 
corners than at the other corners, so that a 
type-high planing machine must be used to 
sp the back of the block uniformly level, 

ut this planing usually makes the height of 
the mounted plate lower than type-high, and 
pieces of paper or cardboard have to be glued 
on the back of the planed block to make the 
mounted plate stand type-high. 

After these various finishing operations have 
been completed on wood-blocked plates, the 
wood bases can never be depended — to 
give the same permanent service as metal bases. 
Wood being owe and extremely porous, it 
cannot be expected to remain in normal con- 
dition under changes in temperature or humid- 
ity. Due to these climatic changes, wood 
blocks with printing plates attached to them 
are always subject to such troubles as expan- 
sion, swelling, shrinkage and warping, no 
matter what the quality of the wood may be. 
These objections to wood blocks for either 
original photo-engravings or electrotypes are 
known to every printer and pressman. They 
are also known by photo-engravers and elec- 
trotypers in general. 

The difficulties with wood-blocked printing 
plates extend to the pressroom where time is 
often at a premium, especially on rush jobs. 
There is no question that plates mounted on 
wood base require more make-ready and atten- 
tion than plates mounted on an all-metal base, 
or on a patent metal plate-mounting system. 
On long runs of halftone or multi-color work, 
the printing plates will not stand up for con- 
tinuous perfect impressions when the plates 
are mounted on wood base. Take, for ex- 
ample, a set of original copper halftones in- 
dividually mounted on wood blocks, locked 
up in a chase and worked on a flat-bed cylinder 
press, and the makeready including relief 
halftone overlays. In a comparatively short 


space of time, the halftone overlays will lose 
much of their force on succeeding impressions, 
because the early force of the overlay has 
caused the halftone plates, or at least the solid 
areas of them, to sink into the fibrous wood 
bases. Increasing the amount of impression 
would only cause further sinking of the plates. 

While on the press, for a long run, the wood 
bases for printing plates are subject to such 
undesirable changes as swelling, warping, 
shrinkage and expansion. Under these con- 
ditions, it is impossible for forms of color 
plates to maintain close or true register. 
Register defects are amplified when a form of 
wood-blocked plates is imposed and locked 
up with wood furniture. When wood bases 
swell under mounted plates, the plates are 
naturally raised above type-high, and the im- 
pression from the packing on the press becomes 
too heavy for clear printing. Printing from a 
large plate on a warped wood base is bound to 
be imperfect, and in some instances of severe 
warping, the plate is apt to be worked off 
from the wood base, or the packing on a cylin- 
der press may be torn or damaged in some other 
manner. 

In view of these plain facts, there is every 
logical reason why photo-engravers should 
adopt the 11-point standard thickness of plates 
for copper, zinc and brass halftones; for zinc 
and copper line engravings, and for all other 
kinds of photo-engravings. The original plates 
of this height can be finished with beveled 
edges, so that they may be attached to any 
of the various makes of all-metal plate-mount- 
ing systems, of the kind designed for the use 
of register hooks or catches. 

It is quite apparent that photo-engravers 
could save the costs of mounting halftones 
and other photo-engravings by having these 
plates made to the unmounted height of 0.152 
in. Undoubtedly, photo-engravers who are 
producing the highest grade of halftones, 
color plates, line engravings, etc., desire the 
best possible printing results from their plates. 
The highest quality of printing can be obtained 
from 11l-point original engravings properly 
mounted on good metal base, plus the essen- 
tial makeready work. Then there are dozens 
of definite uses for the 11-point height of 
photo-engravings, ready to be attached to a 
metal base. 

One of the comparatively new uses for 11- 
point copper or zinc photo-engravings is in a 
case of ‘‘gang-form’’ illustrations or designs, 
for long runs of paper bands, labels, product 
stamps, package seals (to be cut out to special

With vanadium treated photographic film said to withstand million letterpress run and upward of 
25,000 impressions for offset 


By ADAM HENRI REISER 


scribed a method by means of which a metallic 

image could be obtained on a photographic 
medium. It has been only about a year now that 
materials are available to produce such an image. At 
a lecture before the Litho Club of New York, Dr. 
Adrian E. LeRoy, of the International Photographic 
Research Laboratories, told of a method used to get a 
direct printing plate on a vanadium treated photographic 

Im. 

. This is of interest to the Graphic Arts, especially in 
view of the assertion of a million impression run from 
such film, mounted to blocks and run on typographic 
presses. Upward of 25,000 impressions are also reported 
to have been taken from such films when strapped on 
an offset press. 

Years of intensive research in photography spent 
since his graduation in 1922 from Melbourne University 
in Australia, convinced Dr. LeRoy of the possibilities 
inherent in photography in the Graphic Arts. The 
metallic image on film, the subject of his lecture, was 
put one of the possibilities. It was indicative of the 
generous spirit of the man that his lecture was opened 
with formulae necessary to obtain the metallic image.

Reurer IMAGE ON GELATINE 


Born of a prosaic start, the relief image on gelatine 
commences as any ordinary halftone negative on plate 
ot film. The negative is finished in the regular manner, 
made either high or low as deemed desirable, and a 
contact made on either thin-base or thick-base film. 
Any of the standard makes will do. This positive may 
be made through the back of the film, or directly to the 
emulsion, depending upon whether the finished product 
is wanted for offset or letterpress. The exposure is 
developed in regular Eastman D71 developer, washed 
well, and immersed for 3 min. in a solution made up of 
equal parts of the A and B solutions below. 


Solution A: 


60 ounces water 
14 ounce potassium bichromate 


Solution B: 


60 ounces water 
15 ounces copper sulfate 
1 ounce vanadium chloride 
(made soluble with hydrochloric acid) 
6 ounces potassium bromide 
1 ounce uranium nitrate 
45 , ong aluminum sulfate 
¥ dram sulfuric acid 


A treatment of 3 min. acts as a bleach. The film is 
again washed well and developed in Eastman D11 
developer, this time. It is then washed well in water 
at about 110 deg. temperature. Should any correction 
be necessary it is done at this stage of the game. But 
correction should confine itself to lightening areas, 
backgrounds, etc., never to balancing the positive. Dots 
may be reduced with the regular ferricyanide to the 
desired strength, lights opened, etc. The plating solu- 


tion is then used, the film being impossible to alter 
following this hardneer. 


Plating Solution: 


14 ounce potassium ferricyanide 
14 ounce oxalic acid 
4 ounce uranium 

8 ounces water 


After immersion in this final bath the film becomes 
impervious to water. In fact, the film becomes practic- 
ally indestructible. A demonstration at the lecture 
took the form of scratching and hammering with a 
heavy, sharp tool. Examination under a glass failed 
to reveal any effect on the dots of the image following 
this treatment. These dots which are in relief are raised 
from 0.003 in. to 0.005 in., depending upon whether 
thin-base or thick-base film is used. 

These vanadium treated films may be mounted direct 
to wooden or metal blocks with a special adhesive 
developed by Swift, or they may be pasted to 7-point 
paper and then mounted to the block. In cylinder 
printing such as on offset presses, the film may be 
pasted to paper and then strapped around the cylinder 
in the accepted manner. For multi-color printing, how- 
ever, it may be expedient to mount the film to atkey on 
zinc or aluminum, thus assuring register. 

An advantage in the relief image on film, recognized 
by platemakers, is the fact that the printing unit is the 
positive instead of the plate made from either the nega- 
tive of positive. In ordinary methods, under existing 
conditions, it is practically impossible to get a plate from 
either the negative or the positive without some loss or 
gain in the work. By the vanadium film method, the 
positive is the plate and none of the definition is lost. 

The method of course works best with halftone work, 
line work being converted to highlight halftones.

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Growth of an Fdea 


HAVE been bumping along life’s highway for over 

three score and ten. (That’s no unusual experience 

because I have never known a human being who 
has not had a lot of bumps in the course of life.) 

After graduation from school, I was ambitious to 
become a publisher. The printing plant in which I 
realized that ambition was poorly equipped. I had 
little or no money. I did not have money to employ 
competent mechanics. It was simply up to me to make 
that old junk machinery work. My press was an old- 
style Campbell drum cylinder. As the cylinder bounced 
on the form it would gutter the edges of the pages and 
leave the center of the pages white. To correct the 
error of this press took infinite care and patience. The 
process was something like this: It was necessary to 
hold the first sheet up to the light on the reverse side to 
see where the impression punched and where it didn’t 
strike; mark out the lightest spots with a heavy lead 
pencil; guess how much overlay was needed; make the 
first hang sheet at the expense of an hour or two time; 
then make a test with this hang sheet because there 
was no way to tell how much impression was needed 
to bring up the whites—it was all trial and error method. 
After hanging three sheets, a reasonably smooth impres- 
sion was obtained. 

At this time I believed that the things I was compelled 
to do were very serious handicaps but I have now 
concluded that they were only very fine practice hurdles. 

It struck me, why could not that cylinder be held 
down to the bearers so rigidly that it would not gutter 
the edges or pull away from the center of the pages? 
At that time there was not a cylinder press built that 
would hold down the impression. The early models 
of one of the most popular presses of today, all had that 
error. The error in press construction was discovered 
at a time when the head erector was away from the 
plant. His assistant was asked to test out the new 
presses. He made his tests and reported to the front 
office. He said the guttering could be overcome if the 
cylinder could be held down to the bearings. He said: 
‘IT want those draw rods built three or four times 
heavier.’’ The suggestion was adopted. The man who 
put that big idea over is now a manufacturer of very 
successful printing equipment. 

After hours of labor had been spent in correcting the 
errors of the press at that time, a fairly smooth impres- 
sion could be obtained. Then that made-ready sheet 
was sent to the proofreader who went carefully over 
all the pages to detect imperfect letters. Now to lift 
out the defective type as marked out on the proof sheet, 
it was the pressman’s ob to unlock his forms on the bed 
of the press. In a most awkward fosition under the 
feed board the defective letters were pulled out with 
bodkin and tweezers. New letter characters were in- 
serted which the pressman hoped were accurate. The 
idea struck me very emphatically: Why not build a 
simple, accurate machine to test this type before it is 
set up in the form? If there were illustrations in the 
form it added a lot to the grief of the pressman. He 
would have to unlock his forms, pull out the defective 
cut, and guess as to how much underlay should be 
applied to the base. He had to decide whether the 
error could be corrected by underlay or overlay. That 
took rare judgment.

It occurs to me that if press builders had been more on ty 
their job in the past; if builders of composing machine, 
had been more insistent that their machine always 
turn out accurate type; if the plate-makers had alway, 
been positive that they maintained the correct printin 
line, there would not have been needed the other process. 
es now competing with letterpress printing. 

There is now a growing demand for reproduction 
proofs. The production of these has caused many , 
headache in composing and engraving rooms in the 
past. To be sure, these proofs could have been pro. 
duced on a production press with the expenditure of 
hours of time for makeready. As the demand grew, it 
became necessary for advertising typographers to pro. 
duce these proofs economically and in great quantity. 
Analyzing the proposition, it did not seem to me to be 
at all difficult to provide the right kind of press. If the 
press was accurate (and it was a simple matter to make 
it accurate) most of the time for makeready could he 
saved. If the cuts were defective, it was a very simple 
matter to find out before they were locked up in the 
form whether they would print right. And, it would 
be a great deal cheaper to send that defective cut back 
to the engraver to have him reblock it or tool out the 
errors than it was to have a pressman hold up the 
production press for hours at a time while the errors 
were corrected at terrific expense. 

For a time, after the demand for reproduction proofs 
asserted itself, the problem of good proofs and the ever- 
present problem of printing element correction remained 
unsolved—both succumbed to the vicious circle of buck- 
passing, in the printing plant, but not for long. Work- 
ing with imperfect tools, the mechanical executive 
passed on the blame for unsatisfactory results. It was 
so easy for a departmental executive to pass on the 
blame to the next fellow—he had not as yet become 
precision minded. He wasn't aware at that time that 
the real savings in production costs could be made at 
the source. 

Be it said to the credit of production and mechanical 
executives, however, that after they realized the futility 
of buck-passing they thought things out in the: proper 
manner. 

As a result of the installation of the proper equipment 
and changing his methods to suit, the composing room 
executive is only too glad to be rid of these petty annoy- 
ances, which are a source of production expense and 
interfere with otherwise profitable production opera- 
tion. The photo-engraving executive, precision minded 
as he is, is only too glad to see the quality of his work 
brought up to its true value. 

Paradoxical as it may seem, the mechanical executive 
has been a potent instrument in educating his boss in 
these precision matters. After many futile attempts 
trying to convince him of the value of precision proof 
presses, as a means of eliminating costly nonproduction 
expenses, he finally succeeded through trial and error 
methods of diplomacy in putting over the idea that 
perhaps after all lower production costs and _ better 
quality printing would be the net result. 

As a consequence, the writer feels the comprehending 
use of proper production tools has advanced the printing 
industry just that much. The voice of the production 
and mechanical executive in the printing industry with 
respect to precision is a potent thing. Will you use that 
voice for the advancement not only of your station in 
life but for the good of the industry itself?

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Ingot Molds With New Features 


Line-casting machine and monotype ingots that drop automatically 
from feeder hook, may now be cast in any printing plant with improved 
water-cooled Slip-off ingot molds furnished by the United American 
Metals Corp’n. These molds are so constructed that by an arrangement 
of the ingot cavities, half of them are at rest and cooling while the 
other half are being filled and dumped. This permits quick solidifica- 
tion of the metal which in consequence prevents segregation while the 
metal is solidifying. Another feature of the molds are the slides which 
carry the ingots out at the sides of the molds when dumped, instead 
of underneath as in the old-style. Other features are insulated handles 
placed in the front of the molds, a new type of coupling which is said 
to be leak-proof, and casters which permit rolling the mold away when 
not in use. 

The molds range in capacity from the Twin-2 with four cavities to 
the Twin-8 with 16 cavities. Where conditions are not favorable to 
the water-cooled type, individual air-cooled molds are provided. These 
can be dumped without lifting. The ingots cast from these molds have 
an ear at each end. When the ingot has melted down to about 3 in., 
the ear parts and drops automatically into the pot.

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WHEN THE POWER IS CHANGED FROM D.C. To AC 


By R. S. REED* 





ROBABLY a majority of cities of 100,000 
or more population are now supplied 
some direct current electricity by power 

companies. Direct current, however, in the 
cities in which it is used, is supplied princi- 
pally to the business and fetes one sec- 
tions. The change from d.c. to a.c. current 
has not been sane completely in some cities 
because of the heretofore heavy replacement 
cost of driving and control equipment. 


In all probability, the fairly near future will 
see some of those cities swinging over to 
alternating current electricity, such as is 
currently taking place in Chicago. This state- 
ment is of interest to printing plant business, 
production and mechanical executives, because 
the changeover affects their printing plant 
equipment drives and control apparatus. 


When a change from d.c. to a.c. is to be 
undertaken, some printing executives may ask 
ali or just several of a number of questions. 
Some of these questions are: What is this new 
electrical equipment going to cost? What does 
this mean in terms of interrupted production? 
What does this mean in terms of operating and 
production costs? 

The first and chief necessity of every public 
utility is to function in terms of economy and 
service to its public. Originally, this economy 
made the use of direct current in metropolitan 
areas necessary. The reason is a bit technical. 
To supply the d.c. demand by a great metro- 
politan area required expensive copper cable 
of huge dimensions. Later on, the develop-

ment of what is termed the network method 
of feeding, whereby power could be fed into 
the main supply cable from several power- 
generating stations, enabled the power com- 
pany to use an economical size of copper 
cable. But the network method had not 
been developed successfully for alternating 
current. This necessitated supplying direct 
current and as well, the location of the 
generating stations close by, because there 
are heavy transmission losses when direct 
current is carried any distance. 

Alternating current can be carried long 
distances without appreciable losses. Alter-

nating current does not require heavy cable. 
In other words, more a.c. can be ‘“‘pushed” 
through a given wire than d.c. current 
especially where a favorable power facto; 
result can be obtained. Alternating current 
ermits power stations to be located fg 
a the loop, where land is cheap. In the 
opinion of those who have studied the matter, 
alternating current gives constant service a 
a savings of approximately 10%. 

Power stations, close by, on high-priced 
land—that was a situation that caused the 
power company to look for sti!l greater 
economies. Alternating current has been 
used everywhere in Chicago with the excep. 
tion of the loop and the near north, west and 
south sides. Because of the perfection of the 
network feed method for alternating current, 
the changeover is being made in those dis. 
tricts in Chicago not now having a.c. current, 
The change is being made gradually, in a way 
that meets the convenience of those concerned, 

In Chicago the power company notifies each 
printing establishment in a district when the 
change from d.c. to a.c. is ‘economically 
desirable."” The power company must give 
six months’ written notice. Schedules ar 
then worked out showing what expenses are 
to be borne in toto by the power company, 
what percentage of the cost of motors, con- 
trollers, etc., is to be borne by the power 
company. In other words, this contribution 
by the power company is virtually a trade-in 
allowance on your d.c. motors, controls, etc, 
and in many cases it has been surprisingly 
generous. Naturally, the power company 
takes title to this old electrical equipment. 

Furthermore, an arrangement may be made

Gauge 
For Line-Composing Matrix Letter Character Alignment 
By H. R. CAPPS* 


N line-composing machine maintenance it 
I ought to be a function of the machinist to 
check matrix fonts occasionally for letter 
alignment, especially those fonts which have 
been in use for some time. This applies

particularly to book composition and straight- 
matter fonts. The gauge which is being dis- 
cussed in this article, however, cannot be used 
for testing the good or bad condition of 
matrices with respect to the auxiliary position 
alignment, since the auxiliary alignment is 
dependent upon the more or less worn state 
of the lower surface of the lower front matrix 
lug. Hand in hand with the desirability of 
testing matrices between the upper and lower

This line-composing machine matrix alignment 
gauge is used to test the worn condition of matrix 
lugs as it affects letter character alignment after a 
font of matrices has been used for a long time. 
Defective matrices can be thrown out and replaced 
with new ones. The gauge és tapered from end to 
end by thousandths of an inch. The gauge is 
made from steel approximately Vg in. thick. At 
1 and 1 the corners should be beveled. The bevel 
in the picture is exaggerated for illustrative pur- 
poses. Approximately 0.005 in. bevel is sufficient 
so the gauge will clear the corner between the matrix 


lug and body. 


lugs for worn lug condition, which in tum 
causes misalignment of letter characters, is 
the periodical checking of the matrix align 
ing parts in the casting mechanism of the 
machine itself. It isn’t good practice to pay 
attention to the casting apparatus without 
checking matrices for alignment, or vice versa. 

The reproduction of the gauge shown ia 
the accompanying illustration is ta 
mately normal size. It is tapered slightly 
from end to end. In use, the gauge is slid 
between the matrix lugs. The division oppo 
site the 0.861 in. graduation represents the 
distance between the upper and lower lugs | 
of an unworn matrix. Each graduation 
beyond 0.861 in. shows the amount of wear 
which has taken place between the lugs. 
According to the standards set up by each 
composing room, all matrices showing weat 
beyond a maximum figure can be discar 
and replaced with new ones. 

It is hardly necessary to state that the 
principally used lower case matrices will 
sustain the greatest wear. 

After becoming accustomed to using the 
gauge, the machinist can go through the 
lower case section of a matrix font rapidly.

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Line-Casting Machine Technical Sermon 
By H C. ETHERIDGE* 


OR approximately fifty years machinists and ma- 

chinist-operators responsible for keeping line-cast- 

ing machine keyboards in good operating condition 
have been compelled by necessity to clean periodically 
the component parts comprising the keyboard mechan- 
ism. The a of removing accumulated dust, dirt 
and other foreign matter, including cigarette ashes, of 
course, is to permit the law of gravity to function 
promptly and correctly. 

Possibly Ottmar Mergenthaler himself was the first 
to perform this duty. Down through the years that 
have followed, machinists in the larger composing rooms 
and operators in the smaller ones, have been required to

do this unpleasant work—all using practically the same 
method—cleaning one by one the keyboard parts 
(around 200 pieces) with gasoline, pans and brushes of 
nondescript and various kinds ill suited to the work. 
Not only this, but all too often in many composing 
rooms, the machinist had had to virtually steal the 
time in which to clean and condition a keyboard—not 
because he dotes on the job, but because he knows that 
each keyboard should be cleaned at three-month inter- 
vals. Everybody admits that perhaps three or four 
hours cannot be afforded from production time when 
composition from every machine in the plant is needed. 
Nor has it been fair in all cases to compel the machinist 
to ‘‘hang over’’ extra hours to get the work done. A 
solution for the problem in composing rooms which do 
not afford machinist help on extra shifts when ma-

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chines are available seemed to lie in devising a mechan. 
ism which would reduce Intertype and Linotype key. 
board maintenance work to the minimum. 

I have found it much easier to get one hour's time for 
keyboard cleaning through the use of the mechanism 
about to be described and the system used in the Dallas 
Times-Herald plant than it was to get the usual three op 
four hours’ time for such work. 

The device referred to above and which was devised 
by the writer, consists substantially of a galvanized tank 
for containing the cleaning liquid. Approximately one 
gallon of gasoline is needed to fill tank to proper depth, 
More than one keyboard may be cleaned in the same 
fluid. An aluminum frame provided with cam-rotatin 
parts, upon which are mounted the completely as. 
sembled front and back cam yoke frames, is set into the 
tank containing the gasoline or other cleaning fluid, 
Rotating the rubber rollers by means of the hand crank 
according to directions, flushes out the cam bearings, 
as well as removing all dirt, gum or other foreign matter 
from both cam and yoke which would interfere with the 
free falling of the cams upon the rubber rolls. 

By referring to the illustrations, it will be seen that 
the posts at either end of the frame are replicas of the 
posts on the machine keyboard. The cam yoke frames 
are mounted on these posts just like they would be on 
the machine. Before mounting the cam yoke frames on 
the cleaning machine, it is necessary to remove the 
rubber roll shafts from the cam yoke frames. 

Corrugated rubber rolls J and 1, shown in the accon- 
panying illustration and suitably adapted to the clean- 
ing machine have been provided to permit mounting 
the cam yoke frames from the machine. 

The rubber roll shafts 5, are split in the bearings 6. 
The right-hand end of the long section covered by rub- 
ber rolls J is slotted to receive a corresponding key at 
the end of the short section of each shaft 5. 

Before mounting the cam yoke frames, it is necessary 
to pull outwardly the knobs, 3 and 3, in order to clear 
the right-side of the cam yoke frame. After the frames 
have been fastened to the posts 8 and 8’, the short shaft 
sections 5, are pushed by means of the knobs 3 to mesh 
each shaft key with the slot in the end of the roll shaft. 

After the foregoing operations telling how to mount 
the cam yoke frames on the cleaning machine have been 
completed, the cleaning machine is set into the clean- 
ing tank shown in the illustration. Enough high-test 
or aviation gasoline is poured into the tank to rise toa 
level of the cam journal pin bearings on which the cams 
revolve. The hand crank 2 is then turned slowly for a 
five-minute period to rotate all 90 cams and flush them 

clean in the fiquid. Not only are the cams washed clean, 
but the yokes moving up and down in the frame guide 
slots remove gummy matter from both the free end of 
the yoke and the sides of the slot. 


After the five-minute turning period has expired, all & 


accumulation on the peripheries of the cams will be 
softened. These accumulations may now be removed 
with a wire brush since all of the cams are rotating in 
unison. Between partial rotation of the cams, all of the 
cam rims may be cleaned with the brush. 

The machine is removed from the cleaning tank. Com- 
pressed air may be used to dry the assembled frames 
quickly. If air is not available, ‘‘nature must take its 
course.” The drying process being completed, the cam 


pivots may be lubricated with clock oil while mounted 
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in the machine. Remove the frames from the machine 
and apply the front and back rubber roll shafts which 


have also been washed, or if defective, new rolls ap- 


lied. oa 
P The writer does not feel that it is necessary to take 


down a keyboard completely for cleaning purposes at 
any time, especially the old-style where the keybars are 
not removable as a unit. If the keyboard is provided 
with the newer style keybar frame, the frame may be 
removed and flushed in the tank containing the cleaning 
fuid. Otherwise, using a brush, flush the keybars as 
mounted in the machine. Place a pan on the floor to 
receive drippings if there is no danger of ignition from 
gas-heated pots. If gas-heated pots are in use, great 
care will have to be exercised in cleaning the keybars 
and the front part of the keyboard itself. In this case, 
it’s better to turn off the gas. Use ordinary white soap 
and a clean piece of cloth to wash the keybuttons.

the services of both the painting and the lighting 
engineer. A qualified Painting Engineer can tell you 
how much improvement you can obtain from white 
ceilings and upper walls. He will also be frank to 
advise if additional artificial light will be necessary, 
and arrange with a lighting engineer for a survey. 
Services of this sort are offered free and without obliga- 
tion by leading paint companies and local lighting 
compaines. It’s a good way to get a check on your 
printing plant. These men carry light meters, which 
comprise a photo-electric cell and gauge calibrated to 
measure light units in terms of foot-candles. A foot- 
candle is defined as the amount of light striking a sur- 
face one foot in any direction from a candle flame. 

The following table gives the Recommended Foot- 
Candles of Light for the Printing Industry. It is based 
upon extensive research by vision experts, and the lower 
figures snould be considered a minimum. The high 
figures represent good practice. How do the lighting 
values in your plant compare with the recommended 
standards in this table?

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Random Notes on Newspaper Retouching 
By MIRON E. SCOTT* 


HE increasing popularity of pictures in newspapers 
has not only increased demands on the artist- 
retoucher, but has also placed greater demands 
upon his finesse and ability. Retouching in years past 
was just another routine job whereby a photograph 
needing attention was given a squint; perhaps a flat- 
brush background was applied and a few cut-off and 
decoration lines were added to complete the job. Today, 
retouching technique has taken on a different complex. 

Many colors have been experimented with in attempts 
to get the correct tones best suitable for newspaper re- 
production. A graduation of grays has been found to 
meet the exact tones of the photograph. 

A few pertinent facts must be taken into consideration 
with respect to the correct way to retouch: 

(1) A picture can easily be over-retouched. The quality of 

many photographs indicates that they do mot need one bit 
of retouching, and will appear much better in reproduction 
if they go through the ‘‘works”’ straight. 

(2) Blending is a very important consideration, especially in 
backgrounds. A sharply defined separation in backgrounds 
produces stiffness and gives the appearance of an artificial 
setting. 

Very few artists today handle the retouching of eyes, 
mouth, nose, etc., without much thought. These features 
alone, if distorted by hand-brush retouching, will dis- 
figure the likeness. 

Airbrushing for background elimination and cetail work 
is highly recommended, providing an expert handler of 
the instrument is on the job. 

(5) Although some newspapers have adopted the style of 
eliminating backgrounds to flats, this practice has been 
discarded in many cases as it entirely reduces the location 
of the picture. 

(6) Sharp lines in retouching should always be avoided. Very 
few photographs contain sharp lines which can be seen. 
Nature is smooth—the retouching should be likewise. 

Many of those closely associated with imposing news- 
paper reproduction have tried different methods of in- 
creasing contrast, or reducing it, depending upon the 
type the management desires in reproduction. This has 
been accomplished by overlay of celluloid, whereby the 
blacks have been painted in with flat black. Other 
attempts have been made to correct this situation by 
different exposures in many of the negatives for engrav- 
ing. 

Reduction is an important item to consider in retouch- 
ing, inasmuch as a larger print to be reduced will stand 
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Ww 
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Examples of photographic retouching which show how it ought not to be done 
and as it should be done. The illustration marked ‘‘Nix,"’ as will be apparent 
after reading Mr. Scott's comments, is too contrasty. The use of bold strokes 
by the retoucher has created an artificial effect which the reader will detect. 
The illustration marked ‘‘OK’’ shows a softer blending of tones which will 
reproduce satisfactorily on newsprint. Once more, these two examples prove 
that pictorial material must be *‘processed’’ in accordance with the limitations 
of newspaper reproduction equipment and methods. 


more retouching if necessary than a smaller print which 
will be ‘‘shot’’ same size. The size screen used in the 
cuts will also alter the retouching style, as a 50 to 55-line 
screen will lose some of the roughness of retouching 
while a 65 to 80-line screen will retain the defects in 
the handling of the applied paint. - 

The ability of the retouching artist permits a reduction 
today, whereby smaller pictures in print will show 
almost the same amount of detail as the same picture 
reproduced in larger size. Of course, this statement js 
backed up with press results. No picture, regardless of 
the art manipulation, will print unless the engravings, coupled 
with good stereotype mats and presswork, are aimed at th 
acme of perfection. 

Today’s better pictures have aided reproduction, and 
the retouch artist is merely a checker to assist where 
necessary and apply natural retouching to a picture 
without detection by the readers. Too often, retouch 
brush-marks appear in the finished printing. This cap 
only be attributed to carelessness and lack of process 
knowledge on the part of the artist. 

Too many artists in the retouching branch depend 
on the cotton wipe-off method of removing airbrush 
paint from that part of the picture where it is not 
intended; hence smear-marks appear under engraving 
arc lights and in the finished job. A wipe-off job in 
many cases does not permit clean lines such as is afforded 
when rubber cement in a diluted solution is applied to 
the picture for paint masking. This latter method is 
quicker, permits the operator to see through to the 
original picture and, further, permits a close following 
of the picture outline. 

Application of solid whites to pictures other than 
cut-off lines is very objectionable unless the whitest 
white of that picture matches that which is applied. 
Introduction of a whiter white than is in the photo- 
graph will produce an unnaturalness and cause the 
engraver in many cases to have trouble holding dots in 
the extreme highlight which has been added. 

Conclusion: Pictures are taking their rightful place 
among the most popular features in today’s newspapers, 
and if they must be retouched, the retouching should 
be done correctly. The artist handling this work must 
use his head in softening backgrounds, working on 
facial features and the rest of the picture. In rare cases, 
the whole picture may need work, but the average 
reader of pictures can distinguish quickly between a 
picture which has been retouched badly and one that 
has been taken to the ‘‘cleaners’’ by bad handling.

Why Make Your Motor a Guinea Pig? 
By I. W. BRANDEL, Ph. D.* 


bon brushes on your plant motors and generators, 

the process is simple enough if the machines are 
performing satisfactorily. ‘*‘Same as last time’’ will do 
the trick. Now and again, however, you may find 
yourself up against a serious brush problem. The 
brushes on a certain machine may spark persistently, 
heat and wear; and nothing you can do seems to have 
any effect. How do you buy brushes then? All too 
frequently the method is something like this. Enter a 
brush manufacturer's salesman. He is bright and cheery. 
He radiates confidence. Yes, he has just the brush you 
need. He does not think it necessary to investigate the 
motor or generator itself, because his firm makes the 
best brushes on the market. They never fail. ‘“‘Sign 
right here, please.’” And your headaches are over— 
maybe. 

Such a salesman is entirely too confident. His firm’s 
engineers would cheerfully admit, if you asked them, 
that a ‘‘best’’ brush for all conditions simply doesn’t 
exist; though each grade of brush is best for certain 
conditions. The fact that a brush is giving fine results 
in some neighbor’s plant doesn’t mean a thing unless 
you know that your own conditions are the same. Let 
us see why this is so. Not only do many motor and 
generator requirements differ according to make, rating 
and speed, but even the needs of individual machines of 
the same make may vary somewhat according to manu- 
facturing variations and to local conditions, (moisture, 
dirt and heat,) under which they must operate. Types 
differ in the number of commutator bars, width of bars, 
turns per coil, field intensity, etc. Then remember, that 
there are dozens of brush grades, each differing from 
the others in contact drop, specific resistance, peripheral 
speed limitations, friction, abrasiveness, hardness, etc., 
and you can easily judge how much chance any brush 
has of being a ‘‘cure-a ia Low voltage heavy current 
brushes, for instance, such as those used on battery 
chargers, plating generators, etc., are particularly hard 
to guess at. 


\W HEN ordering regular replacements for the car- 


CoopERATION Dogs THE TRICK 


When in doubt as to whether the brush grade should 
be changed, why not ask the brush manufacturer to co- 
> ag with you to find out what is wrong? He will 
gladly do so, and his engineer will make a thorough 
¢xamination of the ‘‘ patient.’’ He may find, as is often 
the case, that the fault is not with the brushes at all but 
is due to some obscure trouble in the armature, field or 
bearings; for brush troubles are frequently a symptom of

something else. If this is not the case, he will recom- 
mend some different grade whose physical and electrical 
characteristics are more nearly in keeping with your 
special conditions. Overloads, either continuous or inter- 
mittent, may suggest the substitution of graphite for 
carbon-graphite material; dusty or excessively hot loca- 
tion of the machine may point to the use of a more 
abrasive brush so as to keep the commutator or slip-ring 
surface cleaner and better polished; mechanical shocks 
or vibration may indicate a harder and tougher brush; 
high voltage drop per commutator bar may require a 

higher contact drop between brush and commutator to 
overcome it. Any or all these causes may be present, 
and they are likely to interect with each other besides. 
So give the brush engineer a tair chance. He isn't 
infallible, but neither does he merely ‘‘guess."’ If, for 
instance, you have been using up sets of brushes every 
three or four weeks, his first attempt may easily extend 
the length of service to as many months. From what 
you tell him of the results, his next recommendation 
may solve the problem completely. Or he may succeed 
the first time. He will not guarantee a cure at once, 
any more than a doctor will promise to cure what may 
prove a complicated disease with a few doses of medi- 
cine; or a tailor to produce a perfect suit of clothes with- 
out a preliminary “fitting.” 

He will probably tell you, ‘‘I am fairly sure that these 
brushes I recommend will do the job. I may be wrong, 
of course, but I am sufficiently confident about it to tell 
you that you won't have to pay a cent unless they con- 
siderably improve the present conditions. Next time 
I can do even better—probably I can get rid of the 
trouble entirely.” 

But why make your machine a “‘ guinea pig?’’ Becaus€ 
ninety per cent of the time you will get quicker results 
at less cost than you would by buying brushes on the 
basis of patent medicines or choosing numbers in a raffle.

LSP Year Boox 


One gets away to a favorable start when 
he first sees a copy of the 1937-1938 Year Book 
rinted at the London School of Printing. 
he flowery cover design is printed from 
rubber plates in water color ink. The effect 
is brilliant. 

The book, as usual, consists of practical 
work executed by students under the super- 
vision of instructors at the London School of 
Printing. Typography in generous quantity 
demonstrates the thoroughness of instruction. 
A 16-page section, some of which is presum- 
ably to demonstrate advertisement composi- 
tion for newspaper work is excellent. Corse- 
screen halftones even though printed on 
enameled paper shows intelligent handling. 

In the pleteqwiatiien section, the halftones 





in color and monotone were printed from 
electros made in the school from the originals. 
The lithographic section, likewise, shows 


several specimens in single-color, color and 
line work. 

A good portion of the book is given over 
to printing a series of lectures before the 1937- 
1938 session. These are intensely practical. 
No trouble seems to be experienced in procur- 
ing authoritative speakers. Among the most 
interesting are those entitled Mechanization 
of Bookbinding by F. C. Gould; Gravure vs. 
Offset, by F. H. Goodman, and The Uses of 
Synthetic Rubbers by R. B. Clarke. 

A halftone showing a group of students at 
Stationers’ Hall, indicates the English students 
are no different than American young men and 
(evidenced by a look through the Year Book) 
the former have absorbed competent instruc- 
tion in the Art.

HE use of high-speed _ automatic ma- 
chinery in the commercial printing field 
for wrapping, packaging, and other pur- 
ses, has resulted in an increased demand for 
rolls of printed paper, board, etc., to supply 
this automatic equipment. The faster this 
gutomatic equipment operates, the more exact- 
ing become demands concerning the quality 
of the printed rolls, not only from the stand- 
iat of inks, paper and register, but from the 
standpoint of the roll itself. In other words, 
the roll must be firmly set on the core, must 
be accurate as tO width, and wound in such 
a way as to be of uniform density from core 
to circumference. 

Press manufacturers tackled the problem 
secking to improve the purely printing problem 
and did a wonderful job. Also they made im- 
rovements on the rewind end of their presses. 
Sitter manufacturers improved on the accuracy 
of the cutters, and built slitters that turned 
out acceptable rolls. However, we have felt 
that neither the press manufacturer nor the 
slitting machine manufacturer gave enough 
attention to the unwinding end of the wind- 
jag problem. 

From this angle, one cannot but be impressed 
by the fact that the quality of the work pro- 
duced by such equipment must be measurably 
affected by the service which the unwinding 
equipment is able to render. It is therefore 
logical to review the development of existing 
unwinding equipment and to discuss the 
service desired therefrom. 

On early presses operating from the roll, 
unwinding and braking equipment in general 
consisted of two brackets or stands with ad- 
justable ‘‘U’’ slot bearings to carry the mill 
roll shaft to permit it to rotate. A flat-faced 
pulley was mounted on one end of the mill or 
arent-roll shaft, either directly or coupled 
by means of a — coupling. A flat band 
friction was wrapped around the face of the 
pulley with various means for anchoring. 
Usually the equipment was fitted with a hand- 
wheel and screw for tightening the brake. 
The linings of the brakeband consisted of 
leather, woven asbestos or wooden blocks. 
With such equipment it was impossible for 
the operator of the press to know exactly how 
much tension was being applied to the web. 
This lack of a definite control of tension 
showed immediately in the loss of lengthwise 
register on multi-color printing presses and 
it was necessary to meet changing conditions 
by adjusting the brake. When starting to 
unwind, for instance, it was necessary to 
telease the brake tension in order to compen- 
sate for the inertia of the mill roll and the 
standing friction of the mill roll shaft and its 
bearings. Otherwise, when starting the press, 
the sheet would be snapped off. After the 
press started, however, it was necessary to 
increase the friction on the brake immediately. 
The successful operation of the press required 
the operator to make adjustments on the 
brake as the diameter of the mill roll decreased. 
This meant that the press operator's attention 
was distracted because of the need to check 
lengthwise register. This condition meant 
loss of press operating power because of the 
excess braking power required. It also meant 
a loss in production because of the distraction 
of the operator in checking the friction adjust- 
ment. 

At a later date, brakes were changed from 
the plain pulley type to a hollow pulley 
cooled by circulating water. This water cool- 
ing was an improvement in operating condi-

tions but did not overcome the major objection. 

During most of the last thirty years, many 
attempts have been made to develop a mill roll 
brake which would operate to produce a con- 
stant tension on the web without manual 
adjustment by the operator. The Cameron 
Machine Company is among those who have 
worked on this problem. 

The Constant Tension Mill Roll Equipment 
was designed to specifications. The first 
specification was that the tension adjustment 
on the mill roll must be in some visible or 
easily comprehended form. The answer was 
the use of various sizes and varying quantities 
of weights on the counterbalance mechanism 
so that if the operator found it desirable to 
run the web under a different tension, he would 
use the equivalent amount of weight on his 
counterweights, and if it was desired to in- 
crease this tension by say 10 or 50 lbs., it 
would mean the addition of either 10 or 50 
Ibs. more weight on the counterbalance. 

It was specified, also, that once this weight 
adjustment was made, it should not be neces- 
sary to make any further changes in the ten- 
sion adjustment in order to maintain the same 
tension on the web regardless of the inertia 
of the mill roll, the shaft, the brake or the 
standing friction of the parts when starting 
up the machine. The web tension was to be 
maintained constant during acceleration or 
deceleration also. 

Referring to the illustrations, Fig. 1 illu- 
strates the Type 10 Constant Tension Mill 
Roll Equipment suitable for use with printing

presses, waxing or other processing machines, 
natrow paper making machines, or finishing 
room rewinders. It is built in widths from 
42 in. to 102 in. in 10 in. intervals, and will 
operate at speeds ranging up to 2,000 f.p.m. 
A water-cooled disk type brake is a standard 
part of this equipment. 

Fig. 2 is a Type 24 Constant Tension Mill 
Roll Equipment, which is built in widths of 
26, 32, 42 and 50 in., and will operate at speeds 
ranging up to 6000 f.p.m. It is intended for 
use with smaller presses, as well as light and 
medium duty slitting machines or roll process- 
ing machines of other types. A disk type 
brake is furnished but it is not water-cooled. 

A description of the operation of the above 
equipments may be had by referring to Figs. 
1 and 2 and by reading the discussion below. 
The parts referred to in italics in this descrip- 
tion will refer to parts with similar names in 
the illustrations. 

The desired tension of the web is obtained 
by means of control weights. These control 
weights cause the tension roll to assume a for- 
ward position on the equipment and also, b 
means of the cranks and linkages illustrated, 
cause application of high pressures to the 
braking equipment. If the mill roll were 
standing still and power applied to the slitter, 
the web would advance toward the slitter, 
but as this web is wrapped around the tension 
roll the tension on the web would be equal to 
the forward pull of the tension rol/. Therefore, 
as the mill roll is standing still, the freely 
rotating tension roll would be drawn back- 
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ward in its guides. This would cause a 
reduction in the braking effort to a point where 
the braking would be sufficiently reduced to 
permit the m/l roll to rotate. 

It will thus be seen that the pull of the web 
on the ¢ension roll is constantly balanced by 
the braking effort of the water-cooled brake 
heads on the friction disk which rotates be- 
tween them, so that if, for some reason, the 
braking effort fell below the required amount, 
the tension roll would advance and apply the 
necessary amount of braking effort to maintain 
the balance between web tension and braking 
effort. This cycle, of course, functions entirely 


The P1 Matrix Problem 
By C. E. OSTERLAND* 


HE pi matrix problem is always present in the 
composing room. It is also present in the compo- 
sition house and is more of a problem there than 
in the printing plant composing room by reason of the 
incessant changing of line-composing machine maga- 
zines. Irrespective of office rules and reasonable care 
exercised by the operators, some pi matrices will accum- 
ulate on the keyboard and on the pi trays. 
In the composing room of the Cleveland Typesetting 
Company, Stanley Sender, machinist, has solved the pi 





independent ot speed, acceleration or decelera- 
tion, and also is independent of the change in 
diameter of the roll of paper which is being 
unwound, the position of the tension roll being 
determined solely by the tension on the web 
and not by the diameter of the unwinding 
roll of the mil! roll shaft. 

It may be timely to state at this point that 
the earliest models of these constant tension 
unwinding equipments were put to an ex- 
tremely severe test on multi-color printing 
presses. On these equipments lengthwise 
register was maintained irrespective of press 
speeds or diameter of the mill roll without 


any attention by the pressmen after th 
desired tension had been set. These ¢ nin 
ments are also used on coating machines 4 
waxing machines in which it is desired 1 
secure a uniform coating. 

The design of this equipment permits t, 
placement of the brake disk in less than tw 
minutes. However, checkups of replacements 
in several plants using a number of these 
tension web controls showed that few if any 
replacements have been made over two and 
three-year periods. In all of the above plants 
the constant tension mill roll equipments ap 
operating at high production speeds on heavy 
rolls of paper. ;

We have made and applied these trays to our magi 
zine racks and find them to be a valuable means in keep- 
ing the machine keyboards and pi trays free from pi.

multi-color printing it is necessary that absolute check 
be kept on the color separations. Filters must be selected 
to suit the subject photographed. The A BC filters may 
answer very well in a three-in-one shot camera where 
the subject being photographed contains jumpy or con- 
trasty colors. However, where the colors of the original 
overlap (come close together or are flat in range) the 
LF GC, filters will yield much better results. 

In making up the job a fourth color may be desired. 
A satisfactory way of securing this has been found in 


super-imposing the red and blue separation negatives 
and making a contact shot for the black. Of course 
methods which embrace the use of the infra-red and the 
X1 or X2 filter are also in use, but the combination of 
the blue and red are preferable for three-in-one shot 
work. 

Excellent results are said to have been obtained b 
exposing with one set of filters for part of the exposure 
and then substituting the second set for the balance of 
the exposure. In that way, contrast and at the same time 
definition is achieved, in the colors that come close to. 
gether. This is invaluable when wash-off reliefs or 
carbros being photographed have deeply colored sec. 
tions. Despite extreme and sometimes ridiculous ex. 
posures, difficulty is had in getting something into the 
depths.

To eliminate the difficulty experienced in separating 
carbros and the like, Dr. LeRoy makes enlargements 
from the original three-in-one shot separations to the 
required size direct to a special non-shrink paper de- 
veloped by the Defender Company. This tri-color 
separation paper will hold its size up to 48 in. Halftone 
separations are then made from these positive paper 
prints, using the proper screen angles for the colors. 
He highly recommends this procedure, finding it superior 
to anything attempted from the carbro. 

It goes without saying that the negatives must be in 
balance, each color separation being checked on the 
densitometer. The grey scale or color wedge must be 
utilized in this check.

One very decided advantage in these there-in-one shot 
separations, Dr. LeRoy pointed out, was the ability to 
submit a proof to the customer in three hours from the 
time the shot has been made. Use of the wash-off relief 
method of color printing is resorted to, the final being 
made the required size of the job. An enlargement of 
each color separation is made to this required size on 
Eastman wash-off relief film. After development and 
fixing, the three shots are washed in water of 125 deg. 
As the color is then printed, each film in turn is placed 
in its respective dye bath of yellow, blue or red for a 
peroid of 12 min. The emulsion absorbs the dye which 
is then transferred to paper and permitted to stay in 
contace for 15 min. The three colors are super-imposed 
to absolute register. A dyed positive will work for 500 
impressions, a quality which has made possible short 
three-color runs in continuous tone by that means. The 
acidity or alkalinity of the dye bath determines the 
depth and contrast of the colors used, a more acid bath 
giving a greater contrast. In fact, the pH value of all 
the solutions plays an immense part in all photographic 
work, and must be used for positive results.

New Buiitpinc UNit 

The new unit building, as previously stated, is two 
stories high, with 31,504 sq. ft. of space on each floor,

New Feature IN Freicut ELevators 

A new feature in freight elevators was introduced by 
the architects.

When the archi- 
rect was asked to explain what he meant, he said that 
if and when a load of 5 tons is placed upon the elevator 
suddenly, it will move downward only 1% in.

Blood-Like Printing 


NK matching can be a very bloody business. 
That’s what laboratory technicians at IPI 
found out after completing a job recently 

for a medical laboratory which called for 
color matches on fresh human blood. The 
Smith, Kline, and French Laboratories in 
Philadelphia set out to produce an accurate 
and convenient method for determining the 
amount of hemoglobin in the blood, one of 
the indices used by physicians to tell whether 
Or not patients are anemic. They decided on 
a device invented by a Finnish physician 
name Tallqvist—a Hemoglobin Scale which 
shows blood samples in varying degrees of 
ted. By comparing the blood of patients 


with the samples in the Scale, doctors can 
discover symptoms of anemia. 


This system of determining hemoglobin is 
very convenient, but the difficulty lies in 
producing an accurate scale. That was Smith, 
Kline, and French’s problem. The printing 
ink reds must match the blood samples exactly. 
In addition, the ink must be absolutely fast 
to light and ordinary deteriorants. Slight 
color alterations would make accurate diag- 
nosis impossible, and the scale would be worse 
than worthless. 

To Beck Engraving Company went the 
delicate job of printing the scales. Inter- 
national Printing Ink’s Research Laboratories 
undertook the task of matching blood samples 
in printing ink within tolerances so narrow 
that there could be no variance that the human 
eye could detect.

Blood has an unpleasant habit of oxidizing 
and turning brown a few minutes after it falls 
on an absorbent surface. This meant that the 
matching operations had to be carried on 
within a very restricting time limit. Other 
chemical changes which affect its color take 
place in blood over a longer period. To assure 
the accuracy of the matches, blood samples 
were made up fresh at laboratories in Boston 
and Philadelphia, packed in ice, and flown to 
IPI in New York. An instrument more 
precise than the human eye was called upon 
to do the final matching. This is the record- 
ing spectrophotometer, a machine which 
measures and matches colors in terms of light 
reflectance by means of a complex photocell- 
system. 

Batches of the approved inks were made up,

and the job of maintaining accuracy in the 
scale for 150,000 impressions became that of 
the Beck Engraving Company. The impres- 
sion had to be heavy, for a rough surface stock 
had been chosen to reduce paper glare to the 
minimum. The ductor roller of the Miehle 
Vertical presses was cut to a spiral band to 
obtain exact distribution of ink. In short, 
many tricks of the trade were called into 
service before proofs could be submitted for 
laboratory approval and corrected for a second 
check. 

Everv four hours, as a matter of routine, 
proofs were approved by Smith, Kline, and 
French research men. Whenever there was 
a misfeed, at least the next dozen sheets were 
discarded—a practice which increased the 
over-run by almost 5000 impressions. 


Copies of the finished scale were shipped 
to the laboratories of two universities. Fade- 
ometer tests indicated that the colors met 
strict requirements of permanence. 

According to Smith, Kline, and French, 
the Feosol Hemoglobin scale, while not 
perfect, is by far the most accurate scale of 
this type which has ever been produced. 


McMurtrie Speaks 

Typography and printing were represented 
at the Employees’ Publication Section of the 
National Safety Council convention in 
Chicago, October 11, when Douglas C. Mc- 
Murtrie, director of typography of the Ludlow 
Typograph Company, spoke to this group on 
“Typography of House-Organs.’’ ‘‘In the 


last analysis,’’ said Mr. McMurtrie, ‘‘while 
the things printed in your publications may 
be of importance to you, they are not actually 
important until they are read. The application 
of a few fundamental typographic principles 
may increase readability as much as five times.” 

Mr. McMurtrie also spoke before Crafts- 
men’s clubs in the Northwest and Canada 
recently on ‘‘Planning Printing for Modern 
Needs,’’ at a meeting of the Winnipeg, Canada, 
Craftsmen’s club on October 17; at a joint 
meeting of the Minneapolis and St. Paul 
Craftsmen’s clubs on October 19, and at the 
Duluth Craftsmen’s club on October 20. He 
also spoke during the same period at meetings 
of the Advertising Club of Saint Paul, the 
Minneapolis Advertising Club, and the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota Advertising club on 
‘‘Modern Typography for Today’s Prospects.”’

Bracket Makes Spray Guns Portable 
By WM. J. SCHNEIDER* 


T The William Feather Printing Company 
we operate, among other press equip- 
ment, six Miehle Vertical Presses. It 

is not essential to have each of the Vertical 
Presses fitted with an individual offset spray 
gun. This makes it necessary to move the 
gun from press to press. To facilitate removal

of the gun trom one press to another, each of 
the presses has been supplied with a bracket 
which permits lifting the spray gun and at- 
taching it without the use of tools of any 
kind after two flexible hose couplings have 
been disconnected. 

As is shown in the illustration, the bracket 
consists of a steel bar, 14 in. by 2 in. by 16 in. 
At one end of the steel bar a length of 14 in. 
electrical conduit pipe, 10 in. long is welded 
at an angle of 90 deg. A slot, %@ in. wide, 
extends fom the top to within 2 in. of the 
bottom of the pipe for insertion of two 
hexagon head screws extending outwardly 
from the spray gun body. The spray gun 
bracket is attached to the press by removing 
one of the hexagon head guard screws at the 
right side of the press, placing the screw in a 
hole drilled in the bracket arm and reinserting 
and tightening the screw.

Covers Conceal Moving 
Assembler Parts 


L. COTTRELL, Composing Room 

, Superintendent, and J. A. Borgesen, 
Machinist, respectively, of the Muske- 

gon (Mich.) Chronicle, went into a huddle 
recently and decided to apply covers to some 
of the existing line-composing machines in 
the Chronicle composing room not equipped 
with them, so as to conceal rotating or mov- 
ing machine parts which are in view of the 
operator. The cover which was applied to 
an earlier Moder 14 Linotype is shown in 
the illustration. The idea, of course, was 
inspired by the Mergenthaler company’s 
latest models. It was made from aluminum 
stock approximately the same thickness as 
the assembler entrance cover. The new cover 
is fastened to the auxiliary assembler entrance 
plate by means of a 2 in. hinge, which permits 
the cover to swing outwardly toward the 





operator. Holes of suitable size were cut for 
the matrix delivery belt idle pulley shaft, 
matrix delivery belt driving pulley shaft, and 
the assembler driving belt shifter rod. The 
assembler cover handle was moved to the 
extreme left-hand side and a small notch was 
cut in the front cover to permit letting down 
the assembler cover all the way to make 
accessible the occasional jam in the chute. 
To keep the cover in place, a latch was fastened 
to the assembler plate directly under the driv- 
ing belt pulley. Hinges were riveted on cover 
and 8-32 screws were used to fasten hinge to 
machine. 


All magazines and machine-front covers 
have been painted black, a flat waterspar 
paint being used to prevent glare. 


The machine numbers on assembler entrance 
covers were cut from left-over pieces of the 
aluminum stock from which the concealment 
covers were made. The numbers were cement-

TEsTING PAPER FROM PRINTING STANDPOINT 


The consideration of paper from a printing standpoint 
depends on certain properties and functions which, so 
far as paper testing is concerned, have until recently 
had but little attention. The determination of these 
functions and the development of methods for their 
measurement constitute the first problem of paper test- 
ing from the printing point of view, This has been 
partially accomplished, but paper testing from a 
printer’s point of view is yet far from its goal. How- 
ever, the advance made in the ten years since the work 
was started has enabled paper makers and printers to 
come to a better emanating. 

It is difficult, if not impossible, for anyone to define 
something about which he knows nothing. Hence, it 
is obvious that in order to define and develop methods 
of measuring the printing qualities of paper, those 
attempting it should know the rudiments of printing. 
This has been the cause of the slow development of 
technical methods of measuring printing quality. With 
but few printing plants possessing the necessary facili- 
ties and trained personnel, the work has been limited 
to a few of the parger printers, some government plants, 
and one or two research organizations interested in 
certain branches of the industry. Up to the present 





time no contributions of any great value have com 
from other sources and none should be expected. E 

industry should determine for itself the requiremegs 
of its raw materials and the printing industry ig gy 
exception to this rule. Without trained men, hayj 

the necessary facilities for technical study of the Paper 
and other factors entering into the printing process and 
opportunities to correlate these studies with actu 
pressroom performance there can be no real advange 
ment in determining the printing requirements of paper, 


PRINTER'S PapeR REQUIREMENTS 


The printer's paper requirements are threefold. First, 
the paper should possess the necessary permanency ang 
durability for the purpose for which it is to be used, 
This is settled in advance and is controlled by the paper 
maker in the choice and manipulation of his materials. 

The second requirement is that the paper must perform 
satisfactorily in the press and in the subsequent bindery 
operations. 

The third is that it must be adapted to the particular 
process by which it is to be printed. Once the third 
factor is determined the paper should be held within pn. 
determined limits to insure the maximum degree of perfect 
reproduction of the type and halftones. 


MECHANICAL REQUIREMENTS 


The mechanical requirements are the simplest to meet. 
Freedom from defects, such as slime spots, calendar cuts, 
short sheets, and, in the case of roll stock, bad splices 
and poorly wound rolls are the main points. The 
strength of the paper is in most cases a minor considera 
tion as the paper is subjected to greater strains in the

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course of manutacture than in the pressroom or bindery. 
subsequent use of the printing may in some cases require 
that the paper be of a definite minimum strength. One 
thing should be emphasized in this connection. Paper 
strength and printing quality are diametrically opposed 
to each other. Therefore, once the strength require- 
ments are determined they should not be exceeded, as 
any additional strength can be obtained only at the 
expense of printing quality. — 

The expansion and contraction of paper, particularly 

in sheet form, is the cause of considerable trouble in the 

ressroom. Some printers attribute this change of dimen- 
sion to the paper being ‘‘ green,’’ but it is really due to 
taking on or giving off moisture, depending on whether 
it is dryer or damper than the pressroom atmosphere. 
Little can be done by the papermaker to minimize this 
change in dimensions, as it is as natural for paper to 
stretch or shrink as it is for a piece of wood to swell or 
shrink when wet or dried. 

Paper makers can deliver to the printer paper contain- 
ing a predetermined amount of moisture, within reason, 
but if the atmospheric conditions in the pressroom 
vary, the paper may or may not be in balance with them 
atthe time of printing. Paper as it comes off the machine 
contains from 3% to 4.5% moisture, but a better way 
of stating it 1s to sav it is in balance with a certain 
relative humidity. The actual percentage of moisture 
necessary to balance one paper with a given relative 
humidity is not necessarily the same as that required 
for another paper. As the balance with the pressroom 
relative humidity is what controls the expansion or 
contraction of the paper, it is of more importance to 
know the relative humidity of the paper than it is to 
know its actual moisture content. There are special 
instances, such as in printing heavy or coated papers

UNCONDITIONED PRESSROOMS 


Unconditioned pressrooms as a rule have low humidity 
conditions during the winter months, in many cases as 
low as 10%. In summer the relative humidity is higher, 
and varies considerably. The average probably is 50% 
and in some localities it is as high as 80% at times. 
Paper as it comes from the mill is ordinarily in balance 
with a relative humidity in the neighborhood of 40%, 
and can be held close to that point if required. This is 
the condition maintained in most conditioned press- 
rooms during the winter months. Few pressrooms have 
control of humidity in the summer, as this requires 
expensive refrigerating equipment. Adding moisture 
to the air to increase the relative humidity in the 
winter is inexpensive, both as to installation and main- 
tenance. In fact, the savings resulting from such an 
installation more than counterbalance the cost in a 
short time, actually making it more expensive not to 
humidify than to do so. 


Humiupity SPECIFICATIONS 


If the printer controls the humidity in his plant and 
specifies on his paper orders what humidity he wants in 
the paper, it can be furnished by most mills, provided 
it isnot too high. Ifa high relative humidity is desired, 
say 65%, additional processing and consequent increase 
in cost follow. The dimensional changes in paper are 
least in the neighborhood of 45% to 50% relative humid- 
ity. In other words, paper conditioned to this point 
will show the least change if subjected to slight varia- 
tions either above or below its actual relative humidity.

Static is negligible at relative humidities of 40% or over, 
and for that matter no particular trouble is encountered 
in one of the largest pressrooms in this country which 
is conditioned to 30% to 35% relative humidity in the 
winter. It seems obvious that conditioning pressrooms 
and binderies to 40% to 50% relative humidity during 
the winter, and getting the paper in balance with that 
condition would result in material savings.

an undercut dot, since the protruding resist may be re- 
moved by brisk scrubbing with a stiff brush. But that 
same condition will lead one to form an exaggerated 
opinion of the dot’s size, so it is well to have the top 
of such quality that it will eat down with the body of 
the dot.

whereby the power company finances the 
changeover, up to a maximum period of 10 
years. 

The advances, both in electrical and Graphic 
Arts equipment during the past 10 or 15 years 
have been so great that some printers are 
making this an opportunity for complete 
modernization of their plants. 


No PropucTIon INTERRUPTIONS 


For the answer to the question about 
interruptions to production while the change 
is being made from direct current motors and 
control to alternating current motors and 
controls, we went to Roy Hyre of the Hyre 
Electric Company, Chicago, for the answer. 
Mr. Hyre has been an electrical contractor 
for 35 years in Chicago and has handled the 
changeover for many big building owners in 
Chicago. While in his office we had an 
opportunity to read letters from several 
printers who wrote that production was not 
interrupted at all. The contractor’s men 
simply moved in under the job as it were. 

In response to our question about produc- 
tion interruptions, Mr. Hyre said: “Get a 
contractor who knows his job, who handles 
the right equipment, and who is willing to 
take care enough, and there won't be any 
iaterruptions to production.” 
He slapped down before us two heavy weight 
slabs of paper, legal-size, bulking almost 4 in. 





in thickness. Here were inventoried every 
motor in the plants in which printing equip- 
ment drive and control equipment changes 
were to be made. ‘‘That represents two 
months’ work, and we have six weeks to go,”’ 
said he. Each sheet contained a full descrip- 
tion of the motor or equipment to be replaced, 
with tachometer readings for speed, and any 
disagreements with rated motor speed noted. 
Also he had notes of any special effects the 
printer might want. The sheets bear the 
exact cost for each piece of equipment to be 
installed. A duplicate of these sheets is 
furnished the printer for his permanent posses- 
sion. 


*‘*We plan out the work very carefully,” 
continued Mr. Hyre, ‘‘and schedule the 
changeover machine by machine. We let the 
printer’s departmental executives know just 
what we are doing to get their full coopera- 
tion. Then we lay in a!l wiring, install the 
control and do all preparatory work up to 
the motor. 


How Scnepu te 1s Carried Out 


‘Then is when our schedule comes in. The 
department in which the change is to be made 
notifies us the moment a form is taken off the 
press. Our men virtually swarm in there, 
take out the old motor, put in the new one, 
hook it up, and by the time a new form is 
ready to go on the press, all electrical work 
is completed. The average time taken to 
pull out the old motor, put in the new one 
and hook it up is about four hours. Some- 
times more—sometimes less.”’

of printing plants in which the change has 
been made. An instance is noted below. 


On a recent driving and control equipment 
changeover contract handled by the Hyre 
Electric Company for the Blakely Printing 
Company, the Chicago Electric News for June, 
1938, reports the changeover was made with- 
out loss of production to all the printing 
companies occupying the building. The entire 
job, executed during working hours, included 
taking out the switchboard and changing the 
service on 130 motors. The work in the case 
of the Blakely plant, was so planned that a 
sufficient number of the company’s 24 presses, 
operated by remote control, were available 
at all times to handle the printing company’s 
needs.
